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2nd Annual City Hall Valentine's Day Celebration

Plans are under way for 
lesbians and gay men to take 
over City Hall on Feb. 14 for 
the Second Annual Valen¬ 
tine’s Day Domestic Partners 
Celebration. 

In preparation, organizers 
are searching for memorabilia 
from the past year of partner¬ 
ships for a commemorative 
wall that will adorn City Hall 
that day. 


According to planners, the 
event, which is intended to be 
both an anniversary celebra¬ 
tion for couples who regis¬ 
tered their partnerships on 
Valentine’s Day last year and 
an opportunity for new cou¬ 
ples to get hitched, begins at 
noon in the City Hall rotunda. 

After new partners register 
in the morning, they will be 
announced as they proceed 
down the grand steps of City 
Hall, while a string trio plays 


in the background. The San 
Francisco Lesbian and Gay 
Chorus will entertain, and Su¬ 
pervisor Harry Britt, the orig¬ 
inal author of the legislation, 
will address the gathering. 

Katie Dwight,, an aide to 
Britt and the key organizer 
behind the event, says the day 
will be devoted solely to cele¬ 
bration, with Ao political 
agendas attached. 

“Our community doesn’t 
often get to just celebrate — 


we’re so often fighting for the 
rights we deserve. The Valen¬ 
tine’s Day City Hall celebra¬ 
tion will be an opportunity to 
celebrate our lives,” she said. 

For now, the focus is on 
the commemorative wall, as 
Dwight and other planners 
are rapidly gathering every¬ 
thing from pictures to written 
material to symbolic memen¬ 
tos in an effort to proudly 
decorate City Hall with the 
love of lesbians and gay men. 


According to Britt’s aides, 
there’s a whole lot to cele¬ 
brate about the past year. 
They say that in the last year 
alone, 1,064 domestic partners 
have registered in City Hall; 
major corporations across the 
United States, including Con¬ 
tinental Airlines, AAA and 
Lotus Corporation, have be¬ 
gun to extend benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners; cities around 
the country have added do-

Jordan Approves ID Check Bill

Mayor Frank Jordan signed 
his first lesbian and gay legis¬ 
lation Jan. 28 before a gather¬ 
ing of about 100 community 
leaders. 

The measure forestalls the 
discriminatory use of multiple 
ID checks in hotels, nightclubs 
and other businesses. 

“I’m very proud to sign this 
bill,” he said, adding that the 
measure has great “importance 
to the lesbian, gay and bisexual 
community.” 

Supervisor Willie Ken¬ 
nedy’s thanks to Lesbians and 
Gays of African Descent for 
Democratic Action drew a big 


cheer from the crowd. 

“We wouldn’t be here sign¬ 
ing this bill today without 
them,” she said. 

Randy Miller and Kerring- 
ton Osborne, co-chairs of 
LAGADDA, thanked Mara 
Rosales-Cordova of the City 
Attorney’s Office who wrote 
the bill, and LAGADDA ac¬ 
tivists Jerome Davis and Clint 
Hockenberry for bringing for¬ 
ward the District of Columbia 
ordinance on which the bill is 
modeled. 

Police Commissioner 
Gwenn Craig said, “The thing 
I’m proudest of is legislation 
like this which deals with a 
historic problem too long 


tolerated in San Francisco.” 

Sounding a theme from Jor¬ 
dan’s campaign, Osborne said, 
“This is one of the bridges we 
see ourselves building and it’s 
a task that is clearly needed in 
our community.” 

Board President Doris Ward 
thanked Supervisors Achten- 
berg, Kennedy, Alioto and 
Shelley for co-sponsoring the 
law. Ward said that unfair en¬ 
trance policies in bars and 
other businesses were “a 
discriminatory practice that 
has been perpetrated upon les¬ 
bians and gay men and also on 
other minorities in the straight 
community. It is harassment 
and it must stop.” ▼ 


Supes Give 
100% OK 
To Needle Plan

The Board of Supervisors 
has unanimously approved a 
series of resolutions establish¬ 
ing an official needle-ex¬ 
change program for injection 
drug users. 

The measures were pro¬ 
posed by Angela Alioto. 

Mayor Frank Jordan is on 
record as supporting the 
needle-exchange measure as a 
way to slow the spread of 
AIDS. 

He has met with members of 
ACT UP and pledged to de¬ 
clare a state of emergency to 
allow the needle-exchange 
plan to proceed if necessary. 

The board’s Jan. 27 action 
backs up a vote by the Health 
Commission last week to ap¬ 
prove a “Comprehensive Plan 
to Reduce the Spread of HIV 
Infection Among Injection 
Drug Users.” 

That plan includes both 
the needle exchange and a 
system of treatment on de¬ 
mand for drug addiction. The 
supervisors approved both as¬ 
pects of the plan, but most of 
the six resolutions passed 
deed with the steps necessary 
to establish the needle ex¬ 
change — the smaller, but 


more controversial part of the 
overall program. Needle ex¬ 
changes are illegal under Cal¬ 
ifornia law. 

The city’s Department of 
Public Health estimates that 
one out of six San Francisco 
injection drug users are infect¬ 
ed with HIV. A private volun¬ 
teer program run by Preven¬ 
tion Point trades about 
12,000 used intravenous nee¬ 
dles each week for new ones 
in an effort to prevent the fur¬ 
ther spread of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic through the sharing of 
contaminated needles. 

The Health Department 
credits a sharp drop in needle 
sharing at least partly to this 
activity, which takes place for 
two hours per week at five 
different public sites. 

The Health Department 
estimates that it would cost 
$150,000 to $500,000 a year to 
run the more extensive nee¬ 
dle-exchange program it envi¬ 
sions. 

The supervisors in their 
resolutions said they would 
approve spending $150,000 in 
local money for the program 
and authorized the Health De¬ 
partment to seek outside 
grants for the rest of the fund-

Mike Echols, a member of 
KRON-TV’s investigative 
team who infiltrated North 
American Man/Boy Love As¬ 
sociation meetings in a San 
Francisco library, denies he is 
wanted on child molestation 
charges. 

After checking with law 
enforcement authorities, the 
Bay Area Reporter has been 
unable to substantiate NAM- 
BLA’s claims that Echols is 
wanted on molestation 
charges. 

However, Echols is want¬ 
ed by authorities in Colorado 


on a warrant for parole viola¬ 
tions. He was convicted and 
reportedly served time in jail 
on a charge related to the ille¬ 
gal retrieval of personal prop¬ 
erty. 

In last week’s report, 
NAMBLA was quoted as 
claiming that Echols failed to 
show up for an interview 
with CNN because police 
were waiting for him. Echols 
said he avoided the interview 
because the network could 
not guarantee to meet with 
him in a secret location. 

Two weeks of nightly re¬ 
ports on KRON-TV have “vir-

Doctor's 'Unfortunate' Remarks 


On Magic Embarrass Aussies

LOS ANGELES - “En¬ 
tirely unfortunate and regret¬ 
table” is how Tom Grealy, 
consul for public affairs at the 
Australian Consulate in Los 
Angeles, characterized re¬ 
marks made by an Aus¬ 
tralian Olympic medical offi¬ 
cial that indicated the team 
might boycott the U.S. 
Olympic basketball team 
should HIV-infected Magic 
Johnson decide to play. 

The suggpstion by Dr. Bri¬ 
an Sando, the senior medical 
director of the Australian 
Olympic Federation’s basket¬ 
ball program, that Johnson 
posed a threat to his players 
sparked a storm of protest 
and created a public relations 
nightmare for his country. 

“I would certainly recom¬ 
mend that our basketballers 


not compete with a team of 
which Magic Johnson was a 
member,” Sando said Jan. 22. 
“That risk — even though it’s 
minimal — you cannot abso¬ 
lutely say it (transmission of 
HIV) is never going to occur.” 
After all, Sando said, basket¬ 
ball is a contact sport and 
sometimes there is “blood on 
the court.” 

The Australian govern¬ 
ment responded immediately. 
“The remarks made by the 
medical advisor were his own 
opinion and do not reflect in 
any way, shape or form either 
the Australian government’s 
view or the Australian 
Olympic view,” Grealy said 
in a Jan. 24 phone interview. 
“The Australians will com¬ 
pete in the Barcelona 
Olympics, and if we’re good 
enough and lucky enough to 
play the United States basket¬ 


ball team, with or without 
Magic Johnson, we hope we 
bring the gold medal home. 

“The Australian Olympic 
Committee has expressed its 
regret that the individual’s 
(Sando) comments may have 
been interpreted as a slur on 
Magic Johnson. That’s not 
the case at all. Magic is well 
known in Australia, where 
he’s held, as he is here, in 
high regard. He’s recognized 
as being a man of interna¬ 
tional stature and a superb 
athlete. We regret that (San- 
do’s) unfortunate remarks 
have caused such a contro¬ 
versy. The government actu¬ 
ally has a very compassion¬ 
ate approach to people who 
are HIV infected or suffer 
from AIDS.” 

Indeed, while the U.S. and 
Australia^ are alike i n ma ny

Information Sought 
In Murder Case

Buddy Truluck, pastor of the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church/Golden Gate, teaches 
that homosexuality dwells in 
the heart of Christian belief 
and always has. 

Further, the Jewish tradition 
that Jesus memorized as a teen¬ 
ager has it that the love be¬ 
tween David and Jonathan not 
only was openly erotic, but 
also highly exalted. 

In a recent interview, 
Truluck said, “One of the 
greatest needs in our commu¬ 
nity is the building up of self¬ 
esteem in the face of unrelent¬ 
ing attacks by both secular and 
religious bigots. Jesus came to 
destroy religion that teaches 
fear and hate. He said that 
everyone will know who the 
real disciples are by how they 
love other people.” 

Last week Truluck ad¬ 
dressed a small crowd on the 
steps of City Hall where 
demostrators demanded that 
charges be dropped against 
those accused of felony proper¬ 
ty damage in the riot that Gov. 
Pete Wilson caused when he 
broke his word and vetoed AB 
101 . 

“The fundamental right of 
homosexual people to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness guaranteed by the 
Declaration of Independence, 
the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights was attacked by the 
governor’s veto, and I cannot 
be silent.” 

Truluck thinks we need 
more AB 101 protests, not 
fewer. He points out that 
homophobia in America has 
led to suicide among teen¬ 
agers on a monumental scale. 
It is the leading cause of death 
among homosexual te s. 

He is angered by blatant in¬ 
equality when society denies 
to gay men and lesbians in 
committed relationships the 
same respect, protection and 
support that heterosexual 
couples have.

Fa Defeats Dunlop 
For Milk Presidency

Angie Fa was elected pres¬ 
ident of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian and Gay Democratic 
Club on Jan. 27, defeating op¬ 
ponent Mark Dunlop for the 
post. 

Also elected to the club’s 
executive board were Kurt 
Barrie and Rachel Timoner, 
who became co-vice presi¬ 
dents of internal affairs. John 
Mason became vice president 
for political affairs. Jim Nick- 
off became treasurer; Tab 
Buckner, recording secretary; 
and Cedric Yap, correspond¬ 
ing secretary. 

Fa was unavailable for 
comment at press time. 

“This year this club will be 
back out on the street, going 
back to its original activism. 
The top priority for the club 
will be AIDS. It means the 
club is alive again. The slate 
is representative of the kind 
of coalition building the Milk 
Club will be involved in,” 
Barrie told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

The successful candidates 


were all members of Fa’s Ac¬ 
tion Slate. 

A total of 340 ballots were 
taken out by club members 
for the vote. Fa received 193 
votes for the post. 

Fa was active in the An¬ 
gela Alioto for Mayor Cam¬ 
paign, while Dunlop was an 
Agnos supporter. 

_The next issue facing the 

club is whether the member¬ 
ship will endorse a proposed 
state ballot initiative forbid¬ 
ding anti-gay job and housing 
bias. AB 101, a similar legisla¬ 
tive measure, was vetoed in 
September 1991 by Gov. Pete 
Wilson. 

Although Fa has said that 
she will support whatever de¬ 
cision the club makes about 
the measure, she has spoken 
out against the measure pub¬ 
licly, according to club ob¬ 
servers. 

Defeated for posts were 
other members of Dunlop’s 
Unity Slate, including Jean 
Paul Samaha, Lauri Irving, 
Dino Di Donato and Leslie 
Katz. ▼ 


Oct. 6 Reversal 
Draws Activist Fire

Activists will attempt to 
appeal the Office of Citizen 
Complaints reversal of its 
original finding that charges 
against a deputy police chief 
should be brought stemming 
from the Oct. 6, 1989 Castro 
Street ACT UP demonstra¬ 
tion. 

In December 1990, a year 
after the melee between ac¬ 
tivists and police, the OCC 
sustained charges against 
Deputy Chief Frank Reed of 
unwarranted action for as¬ 
signing an excessive number 
of officers to the demonstra¬ 
tion. 

After receiving the 
charges, in June 1991 Chief of 
Police Willis Casey reviewed 
the OCC investigative report 
and declined to file a com¬ 
plaint in the case, returning 
the matter to the OCC for re¬ 
investigation. 

Casey said he made the de¬ 
cision because Reed violated 
no existing departmental pro¬ 
cedures or broke any laws in 
making his decision to assign 


more than 150 officers to the 
demonstration. 

Under new policies enact¬ 
ed by the Police Commission, 
the OCC had the independent 
power to verify the charges 
and forward them to the com¬ 
mission for action, despite 
Casey’s difference of opinion 
regarding the matter. 

However, after former act¬ 
ing director Eileen Luna re¬ 
viewed the investigative re¬ 
port prepared in response to 
complaints, the OCC agreed 
with Casey and decided that 
the charges would not be 
drafted. 

“The additional investiga¬ 
tion revealed that Deputy 
Chief Reed had the authority 
pursuant to the operational 
order issued by Deputy Chief 
John Jordan to assign addi¬ 
tional ‘on-line officers’ to the 
Oct. 6, 1989 demonstration,” 
she said in a letter to com¬ 
plainant Gerard Koskovich. 

Activists have charged that 
Reed’s actions were a devia¬ 
tion from usual crowd control 
procedures and an attempt to

Dodge of 
Health Issue 
Sparks Kopp 
Protest

On Super Bowl Sunday 
more than 50 health-care ac¬ 
tivists showed up to picket at 
state Sen. Quentin Kopp’s 
San Francisco residence con¬ 
cerning Kopp’s failure to indi¬ 
cate his position on a health¬ 
care bill. 

Picket organizers, who 
have been trying to schedule 
a meeting with Kopp for 
three months, claim that the 
senator has been ducking 
them about his position on 
state Senate Bill 36, which 
would create a statewide uni¬ 
versal health-care system in 
California. 

The measure, authored by 
state Sen. Nicolas Petris, D- 
Oakland, passed the Senate 
Revenue and Taxation Com¬ 
mittee Jan. 8 on a 5-2 vote but 
Kopp, a member of the com¬ 
mittee, failed to vote. About 
100 local supporters of the bill 
who went to Sacramento the 
day the measure was heard 
are upset that Kopp was not 
in attendance, Clarissa Ward 
of Senior Action Network 
said. 

The activists included rep¬ 
resentatives from the Califor¬ 
nia Physicians Alliance, ACT 
UP, SAN and the local chap¬ 
ter of Health Access. T

Pro-Choice Forces Brace 
For Negative Court Decision

On Jan. 21, the day before 
pro-choice activists through¬ 
out the Bay Area and across 
the country celebrated the 
19th anniversary of Roe vs. 
Wade, the Supreme Court an¬ 
nounced that it would consid¬ 
er Pennsylvania vs. Casey, a 
case that may well deliver 
the death blow to the two- 
decade-old abortion rights 
precedent. 

In Pennsylvania vs. Casey, 
the court is expected to up¬ 
hold a Pennsylvania law that 
places several restrictions on 
abortion, including a 24-hour 
waiting period, a requirement 
that the woman seeking an 
abortion be given information 
about fetal development in¬ 
tended to change her mind, 
and a requirement that a mar¬ 
ried woman certify that she 
has notified her husband be¬ 
fore having the abortion, with 
a penalty for a false certifica¬ 
tion of up to one year in jail. 

Whether the court specifi¬ 
cally states that Roe vs. Wade 
is overturned, legal scholars 
believe that if it upholds the 
restrictive Pennsylvania law, 
the court will leave Roe with 
little effective meaning. 

But instead of putting a 
damper on pro-choice an¬ 
niversary celebrations the 
next day, the court’s an¬ 
nouncement only gave ac¬ 
tivists a greater sense of pur¬ 
pose. 

The 19th anniversary of 
Roe vs. Wade was packed 
with events in San Francisco, 
from a noontime rally at 
Justin Hermann Plaza spon¬ 
sored by the Pro-Choice 
Coalition to a march that 
evening led by BACORR, the 
Bay Area Coalition for Repro¬ 
ductive Rights. 

According to Elizabeth 
Toledo, NOW president and a 
key organizer of the noon ral¬ 
ly, the court’s action “provid¬ 
ed attention to the day’s 
events that wouldn’t have au¬ 
tomatically been there. 

“This seriously could be 
the last time we’ll be able to 
celebrate Roe vs. Wade.” 

She described the after¬ 
noon crowd as sharing “an en¬ 
ergetic tone of those commit¬ 
ted to working.” 

Anne Menasche, a repre¬ 
sentative from Lesbian Upris¬ 
ing! and the Pro-Choice Coali¬ 
tion, agreed. 

“The crowd showed a lot 


of determination to fight back 
now,” she said. 

Later that night, the BA¬ 
CORR march began in the 
Mission with drumming, 
flaming torches, inspiring 
speeches and “enthusiastic 
anger,” according to Helen 
Jones, BACORR member. 

The 300-plus crowd, which 
was comprised mostly of 
young people of diverse races 
and both sexes, marched to 
the intersection of Market 
and Castro streets, where it 
burned a Supreme Court jus¬ 


tice in effigy and heard speak¬ 
ers from a variety of Bay 
Area progressive organiza¬ 
tions, including Roots Against 
War, ACT UP, No Apologies/ 
No Regrets, the Income 
Rights Project and the Inter¬ 
national Indian Treaty Coun¬ 
cil. 

BACORR organizers say 
the court’s latest move is “the 
final jolt,” and they attribute 
the size, diversity and tone of 
the crowd to the imminent 
threat to Roe.

Positive Signs 

C itizen Mayor Frank Jordan met with about a 
hundred members of the lesbian, gay and bisex¬ 
ual community in his office earlier this week. 
One could have expected fireworks as bitter po¬ 
litical enemies and high-strung egos representing various 
segments of the community competed for Jordan’s ear. 
But, surprisingly, there weren’t any visible pyrotechnics. 
The whole event seemed a rather anti-climactic, even 
limpid, affair. 

For about 45 minutes, Jordan got an earful. It was a 
sometimes shabby display of political posturing from 
self-proclaimed “lesbian and gay community leaders” 
jockeying for personal power on the backs of the commu¬ 
nity, but for the most part there were sincere words and 
comments about our needs, including services for lesbian 
and gay and bisexual youth, increased AIDS services, 
equal representation, and other burning issues of the day. 

None of it was new, none of it was surprising and Jor¬ 
dan’s heard it all before. That’s not the point. The point 
is that the meeting happened at all — and that some seg¬ 
ments of the community who had been isolated and shut 
out by the previous administration found that they had 
access. 

What the meeting revealed is that Frank Jordan’s door 
is open. Even the real movers and shakers in the lesbian 
and gay community will agree that’s an important first 
step for members of our community who feel they have 
been ignored. 

Jordan’s saying that his administration is listening. 
How the mayor practically responds to what he’s 
heard about the needs expressed at the meeting is quite 
another matter. Only time will tell. 


Cut the Crap, Hallinan 

M ayor Jordan deserves to be commended for 
sticking to a campaign promise and vetoing 
the very first foreign policy resolution that 
came across his desk. 

The measure, a resolution by Supervisor Terence 
Hallinan, was in support of an Irish Republican Army 
member who is fighting extradition to Ireland from his 
cell in a U.S. prison. 

Hallinan’s measure was one of the sorriest cheap-trick 
publicity grabs we’ve seen in a long time. 

San Francisco would be better served if Hallinan and 
the rest of the entire Board of Supervisors would do 
their jobs and address the serious problems of the city 
such as homelessness, the deteriorating economic base, 
and the myriad other problems we face. 

Hallinan’s going to face a tough fight for re-election 
and the resolution was the desperate act of a politician 
seeking favor. 

The majority of the voters of this city do not support 
the board’s usually bizarre and quite frequently ludicrous 
excursions into foreign policy areas. 

Jordan’s campaign promise to veto any foreign policy 
resolutions sent to him by the board was a clear indica¬ 
tion that, in this area at least, he had his fingers on the 
pulse of the electorate. 

Hallinan clearly doesn’t — and it may ultimately cost 
him at election time.

This letter was sent to Speaker Willie Brown: 

A ll’s fair, they say, but I would have hoped 
that you would eschew anti-democratic 
tactics. You all seem to labor under a 
number of misconceptions: 

1 Willie Brown is not capable of doing anything 
else interesting, productive or exciting. A sad 
lack of imagination. Thousands of less quali¬ 
fied people, even in your district, lead produc¬ 
tive lives without being speaker. There is no 
reason to believe that Willie would be less 
resourceful — you may even find something 
more worthwhile and effective. 

2 Willie can’t win against a serious challenger. 
Just because you haven’t had to run for many 
years, doesn’t mean that you couldn’t still do 
it. I would welcome a race. There are impor¬ 
tant issues — taxes, schools, employment, 
unionization, handicapped rights, abortion, 
children’s rights — that never get discussed 
in our elections. Agitated public discussion 
could even bring out imagination and new 
commitment, and give us a stronger political 
presence. 

3 Willie has better things to do than campaign 
for his seat. Au contraire, it may be time that 
you remember that you’re representing some¬ 
one, and that your constituency is growing, 
changing, becoming more committed and 
more radical. Maybe an election would pro¬ 
vide new energy, new vision, and enable you 
to seize the initiative from the Prop. 13, anti¬ 
abortion, school-voucher, term-limit, reac¬ 
tionary destructionists. 

In addition, you seem to have forgotten: 

4 Freedom to run for office is essential to democ¬ 
racy. Restricting candidacy, through finance, 
fear or law, is a classic totalitarian tool. A 
move against this freedom is a move against 
all freedom.

5 The reason we vote is to choose. Manipulation 

of elections by prescreening candidates keeps 
people away on Election Day and cripples the 
drive toward full equality. 

6 You gain nothing by emulating your enemies. 

There is no place here for terrorism, intimida¬ 
tion, or racial or sexual insults. Everything 
matters, and especially if you preach oppor¬ 
tunity and then demand that the folks in your 
district shut up and sit down. 

I have no quarrel with your wanting to remain 
speaker, nor with those who support you, but I 
reject your contention that an opponent is an 
enemy. You should be proud of them, whip them 
soundly, and go on. Harvey Milk was a pariah 
candidate against the almighty Burton — it gave 
him the strength to dramatically change our 
lives. (It actually makes me sad that Cleve Jones 
won’t run against you — that could be very in¬ 
teresting!) 

You can keep being radical and effective only 
if you’re willing to keep taking changes. I wish 
you courage.

No Anti-Gay Witch Hunt 

Has the gay press gone crazy? KRON-TV’s report 
on the North American Man/Boy Love Association is 
no more of an anti-gay “witch hunt” as the exposure 
of the Iran-Contra scandal was an anti-Republican 
“witch hunt.”

Smear Tactics 

Forthright as it is, your editorial condemning 
KRON-TV’s expose of the North American Man/Boy 
Love Association (“No More Witch Hunts,” Jan. 16) 
overlooks a couple of points. 

KRON has been trying to paint NAMBLA mem¬ 
bers as criminal for having been convicted of consen¬ 
sual sex with children. Labeling NAMBLA members 
as criminals is a smear tactic pure and simple. It 
damns their credibility in the same way the late U.S. 
Sen. Joseph McCarthy did for those who had not sign¬ 
ed loyalty oaths. It’s merely an attempt to divert at¬ 
tention from the real issue of whether society should 
debate the possibility of consensual sex between 
adults and children. And it inflames the passions of 
parents worried about protecting their children. 

NAMBLA members are no less credible for acting 
on their beliefs, any more than Rosa Parks was for sit¬ 
ting at the front of the bus, members of NORML are 
for smoking marijuana, or gays and lesbians are for 
having sex. All of these activities were or are illegal. 

In addition, KRON has enlisted the support of cer¬ 
tain segments of the gay community — in particular, 
Gregg Hullender of the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation and Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg, which would trade off diversity and inclusivity 
for political respectability.

Feinstein, McCarthy Hard to Beat 


J ust as Controller Gray 
Davis was telling report¬ 
ers in Los Angeles last 
week that his combined 17 
years of experience as 
chief of staff to former Gov. 
Jerry Brown, several years as 
an assemblymember and as 
controller for the past five 
years makes him “more quali¬ 
fied” than Dianne Feinstein to 
be a U.S. senator, a new state¬ 
wide California Poll was 
released showing the former 
San Francisco mayor increas¬ 
ing her lead among Democrat¬ 
ic voters in the June primary. 

Feinstein, who is leading by 
a commanding 58 percent to 33 
percent, announced her can¬ 
didacy for the two-year seat 
now held by interim Sen. John 
Seymour last January, only 
two months after losing a close 
gubernatorial election to Re¬ 
publican Pete Wilson. She has 
seen her primary lead over the 
yet-unannounced Davis grow 
steadily and is now not only 
favored to win the nomination 
in June, but is considered the 
early favorite over Seymour in 
the November general election 
as well. 

Davis, who claims to have 
banked $1.5 million so far and 
hopes to raise about $4 million 
for his June battle with the 
well-known Feinstein, has per¬ 
plexed some of his voters by 
the fact that the primary is 
now only five months away 
and he has yet to make his can¬ 
didacy official. 

Feinstein, meanwhile, has 
campaigned continuously for 
the past year and the results 
are clearly reflected in her 
huge lead in the latest poll. 
Both Davis and Feinstein have 
targeted the economy as their 
major issue. Feinstein is suc¬ 
cessfully portraying herself as 
an outsider on the attack 
against the “mess in Washing¬ 
ton” which she claims incum¬ 
bent Seymour is a part of. 
Davis touts his economic plan 
as one that will emphasize the 
revival of manufacturing be¬ 
cause California will sink “into 
mediocrity if it is content to be 
a service-oriented society.” 

Davis also says he will work 
during his campaign to see 
that electric-powered cars are 
built in California. 

When asked last week by 
reporters how he distinguishes 
himself philosophically from 
Feinstein, Davis replied, “I am 
more progressive and I am 
more of a fighter and have a far 
better grasp of what has to be 
done to improve this country’s 
economic fortunes.” 

With Democratic voters 
favoring Feinstein and only 9 
percent listed as undecided, 
the controller clearly has his 
job cut out for him with only 
four months until the June 2 
primary. While the recent poll 
shows the former San Francis¬ 
co mayor with a closer lead 
over Davis with 50 percent to 
43 percent among male voters, 
she held a huge 62 percent to 
28 percent lead among women 
voters. 

In the other state Democrat¬ 
ic U.S. Senate primary, Lt. 
Gov. Leo McCarthy holds a 
lead over two other party 
rivals, Rep. Barbara Boxer and 
Rep. Mel Levine. McCarthy is 
favored by 43 percent of 
Democrats polled with 25 per¬ 
cent for Boxer and 6 percent 
for the yet-unannounced 
Levine. However, in this race, 
more than a quarter of the 
state’s Democrats (26 percent) 
are listed as undecided. 



Controller Gray Davis is go¬ 
ing to find it tough to beat 
Dianne Feinstein. 


While both Feinstein and 
McCarthy have led their oppo¬ 
nents in their respective races 
for months, the recent poll 
shows a continuous gain by 
Feinstein over Davis. McCar¬ 
thy has lost ground against 
Boxer, his nearest party oppo¬ 
nent. Boxer has gained 4 per¬ 
cent in the past few months 
while McCarthy’s support fell 
by three points. McCarthy, 
Boxer and Levine are com¬ 
peting for the six-year seat be¬ 
ing vacated by retiring Sen. 
Alan Cranston. When paired 
against their probable Repub¬ 
lican opponents in the Novem¬ 
ber general election, Feinstein 
appears to be an easy winner 
over incumbent Seymour, 
while McCarthy leads either of 
the three GOP candidates — 
Tom Campbell, Sonny Bono or 
Bruce Herschenson. Most po¬ 
litical prognosticators believe 
McCarthy would be in a real 
battle if Rep. Tom Campbell is 
the GOP nominee. 

Politics & People 

Supervisor Carole Migden is 
picking up important big- 
name support in her soon-to- 
be-announced primary can¬ 
didacy against state Sen. 
Milton Marks, the veteran 
Republican-turned-Democrat 
in the new 3rd state Senate 
District. 

The “Lavender Sweep’’ 
again? Both Cleve Jones and 
Tim Wolford will run for 
supervisor this year. Dick 
Pabich will run the Jones cam¬ 
paign (and the Migden for Sen¬ 
ate campaign) while Mary 
Hughes is expected to direct 
the Wolford effort. 

U.S. Senate candidate Rep. 
Tom Campbell and Assembly- 
man William Filante were the 
main speakers at last week¬ 
end’s state convention of the 
Log Cabin GOP Clubs conven¬ 
tion in Palm Springs. The 
predominantly gay and lesbian 
confab was well attended, but 
hometown Mayor Sonny Bono, 
the anti-AB 101 Senate candi¬ 
date, was a no-show. 

State Controller Gray Davis, 
expected to announce any 
week now his candidacy 
against Dianne Feinstein, has 
hired noted gay campaign con¬ 
sultant David Mixner of Los 
Angeles to run his campaign, 
and Scott Shafer, press secre¬ 
tary to former Mayor Art Ag- 
nos, as campaign press secre¬ 
tary. 

Gay and lesbian activists and 
their supporters in Portland 
are bracing for a tough cam¬ 
paign. Petitions with 23,000 
signatures seeking to overturn 
that city’s ordinance protecting 


the rights of gays were submit¬ 
ted last week to election of¬ 
ficials; 17,542 valid signatures 
are needed for the ordinance to 
be put to a May 19 vote. 

Gay rights activists are 
fighting in Austin, Texas, to 
have gay lifestyles reflected in 
public school books, beginning 
with new high school health 
textbooks to be chosen next 
year. Cited: young gays and les¬ 
bians need to know how to pro¬ 
tect themselves against AIDS. 

The appointment of defeat¬ 
ed Mayor Art Agnos to a “part- 
time” $92,465-a-year job on the 
same day he left office was 
probably a stupid public- 
relations move on the part of 
both Speaker Willie Brown 
and Agnos, but it is an old- 
cronyism habit used by leaders 
of both parties regularly. 
When state Sen. Quentin Kopp 
defeated then-Assemblyman 
Lou Papan a few years ago for 
a state Senate seat, Brown 
quietly appointed Papan to a 
$52,500-a-year job where he is 
required to attend two meet¬ 
ings a month to negotiate 
Medi-Cal contracts. At least, 
Willie “you-scratch-my-back- 
I’ll-scratch-yours” Brown 
wasn’t quite as blatant about 
the Papan payoff. Both sides 
do it. Before he left office, GOP 
Gov. George Deukmejian 
quietly appointed several of his 
gofers to cushy high-paying 
jobs on the little-known Waste 
Management Board. Smug ar¬ 
rogance reigns in both parties. 

Hot City Hall rumor has 
Director of Planning Dean 
Macris being replaced soon by 
Supervisor Tom Hsieh, who 
reportedly is tired of the 
Board, and BART Director 
James Fang being appointed 
by Mayor Jordan to Hsieh’s 
seat. 

Get off Supervisor Angela 
Alioto’s back — at least she’s 
trying to do something about 
keeping the Giants here, some¬ 
thing that cannot be said about 
other members of the Board. 
Mayor Frank Jordan gets my 
tip of the hat for vetoing the sil¬ 
ly foreign policy resolution 
relating to Ireland. Leave 
foreign policy to the State 
Department. (Does anyone 
take Terence Hallinan seri¬ 
ously?) 

Jerry Brown, California’s en¬ 
try into the presidential 
sweepstakes, might be the best 
known among this state’s 
voters, but when California 
Democrats are asked if they 
are inclined to vote for him, 
those who have a negative im¬ 
pression of the former gover¬ 
nor now outnumber those who 
favor him (apparently he is too 
well known in California). 
However, in the latest poll for 
the Feb. 18 first-in-the-nation 
primary in New Hampshire, 
Brown rates above Iowa’s too- 
liberal, too-phony Sen. Tom 
Harkin. 


Speaking of presidential 
candidates, from where I sit, 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton 
probably left as many ques¬ 
tions unanswered as he 
cleared up by his highly touted 
appearance Sunday night on 
CBS’ “60 Minutes.” Clinton 
still looks strong, however, and 
if he wins the New Hampshire 
primary, he immediately 
becomes the man to beat at the 
July Democratic Convention. 
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Purloined Letters

A couple of weeks ago 
I received a copy of a 
letter sent to another 
local weekly newspa¬ 
per by Richard Wallis of Oak¬ 
land. I don’t believe it was 
ever printed, almost a rare 
distinction at that paper 
where most letters end up as 
bylined news articles. Wallis 
called upon the publisher “not 
to publish commentary, opin¬ 
ions, advertising or self-pro¬ 
motion on ‘news’ pages.” 

Wallis listed several “sto¬ 
ries” that were in fact unal¬ 
tered promo copy or partisan 
political analysis. 

“I have no objection to the 
Sentinel’s carrying such 
items,” he said. “Just don’t 
place them on the news page 
and be sure to describe them 
as what they really are: adver¬ 
tising or opinion. This is espe¬ 
cially critical on your ‘HIV 
News’ pages.” 

I thought of Wallis when I 
read such an article on aloe 
vera, presented as “HIV 
News.” I immediately recog¬ 
nized it as cheesy ad copy, 
and more than a year old to 
boot. Several paragraphs 
were lifted verbatim from the 
original, which had been 
changed around just enough 
to make it sound “newsy,” a 
rather futile effort. 

This purloined letter trick 
is favored for two reasons. 
The first, and more obvious, 
is that it’s cheap. Virtually 
anything that’s faxed in can 
be reprinted free, and you can 
fill the paper without having 
to squander cash on a writer’s 
pay. Not only that, printing 
ad copy as “news” often per¬ 
suades these shadowy huck¬ 
sters to advertise their snake 
oil, generally in the same is¬ 
sue that sings their praise. 

The second, more sinister 
motivation for the Purloined 
Letter maneuver is the way it 
lets you manipulate the news, 
taking reader’s opinions and 
twisting them into pseudo¬ 
facts supporting a contrary 
view. The latest victim is 
Steve Hanson, who was 
shocked to find sections from 
his letter to the editor 
reprinted as part of a “news” 
article on NAMBLA. 

“He made it sound like he 
interviewed me, when he nev¬ 
er did,” Hanson complained. 
“He also made it sound like 
I’m a member of the group 
and a pedophile, which I’m 
not.” 

Hanson joined NAMBLA 
in order to attend their na¬ 
tional convention last Decem¬ 
ber, which he did as part of 
his studies in anthropology. 


His recent letter defending 
the group, most of which was 
printed in last week’s B.A.R. 
as a “guest opinion,” mentions 
that he is not a pedophile, but 
neither paper printed that 
particular section. 

“Does this mean I’ll have 
the FBI on my doorstep 
now?” Hanson asked. 

I told him I hoped not and 
said I would do what I could 
to clarify things. Hanson said 
that, although he “joined” 
NAMBLA only to attend 
their convention, he might 
stay a member “out of solidar¬ 
ity,” to protest their current 
persecution. 

I Cruised a Nazi 

But I swear it was an acci¬ 
dent, an honest mistake that 
could have happened to any¬ 
one; well, almost anyone. I 
would never dream of sleep¬ 
ing with someone with poli¬ 
tics anywhere to the right of 
“moderate Republican” (and a 
slippery enough boundary 
that is). 

It was at last week’s NAM¬ 
BLA “news conference” at 
KRON that this happened of 
course, a true zoo of an event. 
Fundamentalist Christians 
and Trotskyists were howling 
at each other while media 
fluff-bunnies clustered around 
the real, live pedophile show¬ 
ing his face in full daylight. 
After I assured myself that 
the text of his speech, unbear¬ 
able in the din, was available 
in the press packet, I did 
what I do best at chaotic de¬ 
mos: schmooze the fringes 
sniffing for trouble. 

I retreated up the steps of 
the KRON building, seeking 
a good view. Almost immedi¬ 
ately I noticed a hunky guy 
teen, maybe in his early 20s 
but definitely over 18, in a 
leather jacket at the foot of 
the stairs. He had close- 
cropped blond hair, blue eyes 
and a square jaw. Yum! I 
thought, and our eyes locked 
briefly. 

Alas, as soon as we saw 
each other close up it was all 
over. I noticed his Nazi air 
force pin; he grimaced over 
my enameled queer Jewish 
button (overlapping pink and 
yellow triangles) and “Silence 
= Death” insignia. I might add 
that his brothers, at least they 
looked like his brothers, 
didn’t appear to approve of the 
match either. In retrospect 1 
note that queer practitioners 
of that particular butch look 
rarely go in for camouflage 
pants, but from even a moder¬ 
ate distance it was hard to 
discern his ultraright-wing 
politics. 

They were an interesting 


group to find at a NAMBLA 
demo. Were those neo-Nazis, 
a bearded man in his 50s and 
four or five teen-agers follow¬ 
ing his orders? If they weren’t 
wearing fascist symbols, car¬ 
rying a Confederate flag and 
waving signs calling for geno¬ 
cide for “perverts,” you too 
could have mistaken them for 
supporters rather than oppo¬ 
nents of the pedophile group. 

Pandora's Box 

Gregg Lyon at KRON 
went fishing for a promotion 
by launching a “special inves¬ 
tigation” of NAMBLA. In do¬ 
ing so he opened a Pandora’s 
box, out of which has so far 
emerged Christian funda¬ 
mentalists, neo-Nazi skin^ 
heads, Trotskyist oppor 7 
tunists, professional vice 
squad “Rocky Horror Show” 
style criminologists, gay puri¬ 
tanical boundary setters, and 
an angry mob of nimby par¬ 
ents calling for the repeal of 
the First Amendment. 

Whatever the library de¬ 
cides, Lyon has de-facto 
erased the pedophile group’s 
First Amendment rights. It 
simply isn’t physically safe for 
them to show up in public, 
now that KRON has mobi¬ 
lized this bizarre constellation 
of social forces to attack 
them. 

Of course, this attack 
might have failed if the com¬ 
munity had rallied to defend 
NAMBLA, but everyone just 
headed for the hills rather 
than take on such a daunting 
task. “Why defend slime?” is 
the usual public disclaimer. 
“What if they think I’m one?” 
is the common secret reason. 

Back in my youth, when I 
was bombarded with Holo¬ 
caust lore in Sunday school, I 
could never comprehend how 
all those millions of Jews 
could have just stood there 
and watched while everyone 
was marched off to the death 
camps. Now I think I under¬ 
stand, but it is bitter knowl¬ 
edge. They believed, despite 
all logic, that throwing some 
pariahs to the wolves would 
satiate, rather than whet, the 
Nazi’s appetite. History actu¬ 
ally suggests the opposite, 
that making concessions to 
fascists only encourages them. 
Lucky us, we’ll soon get to 
see for ourselves. 

Is NAMBLA in fact a legit¬ 
imate part of the gay and les¬ 
bian community? And who is 
Gregg Lyon to dictate the 
boundaries of our community 
anyway? He says that they 
are merely exploiting us. But 
who is he to talk of exploita¬ 
tion, the man who unleashed

San Francisco

O ne of the last places I 
expected to en¬ 
counter censorship 
of the arts was at a 
women’s film festival in San 
Francisco. Yet there I was, 
watching a screening of an 
Azian Nurudin video at the 
Roxie Cinema, sitting in the 
audience at a program of 
women’s short films, and the 
cameras had stopped rolling. 

As those who still sat in 
the audience tried to make 
sense of exactly why a few 
objections had allowed an 
artistic work to be interrupt¬ 
ed, a few people starting voic¬ 
ing disgust — not for the film 
but for this knee-jerk reaction. 
“Hey, Jesse Helms in the pro¬ 
jection booth!” yelled some 
guys in the back, echoing my 
own sentiments exactly. 
“Turn it back on!” 

I had come to the 3 p.m. 
program of “On Screen ’92” 
specifically to see works by 
Azian Nurudin. In some cir¬ 
cles, she is regarded as an up- 
and-coming queer videomak¬ 
er with roots in the punk, 
dyke and S/M communities. 
So it was most interesting for 
me to watch a scandal caused 
by her work unfold right be¬ 
fore my very eyes. 

The film that caused the 
stink, “Malaysian Series One- 
Six,” is admittedly not an 
easy one to watch for those 
easily disturbed. Fifteen min¬ 
utes long, it’s divided into six 
shorts all depicting the film¬ 
maker as dominatrix. The 
thing is, though, because she’s 
whipping various household 
objects, as opposed to people, 
it’s hard to take the sado¬ 
masochistic aspect of the film 
too seriously. After all, would 
you necessarily bow down to 
someone who spent her spells 
of sadism flogging her toaster 
oven? 

Beating the Fish 

But I think it was the fish 
scene that really did it. Put a 
hundred lesbian feminists in 
one room and most won’t ap¬ 
preciate the sight of a large 
fish getting beaten to 
smithereens, whatever ques¬ 
tionable artistic merit may lie 
behind such a display. Even I 
had to close my eyes briefly 
as Nurudin mercilessly poked 
out the creature’s eyes, sound¬ 
track whooping gleefully in 
the background. And hey, I’m 
not even a vegetarian. 

Vegetarians or not, it was 
during this scene that people 
started walking out in droves. 
As if their departure wasn’t 
enough of a statement, many 
also hissed or booed as they 
exited. Even the screening’s 


first filmmaker, who was sup¬ 
posed to stick around to give 
a little chat about her film af¬ 
ter the program’s conclusion, 
walked out. But not before 
first giving a self-righteous 
speech in the dark about how 
she couldn’t expect people to 
stick around just to talk to 
her when she couldn’t even 
stay to watch the end of Nu- 
rudin’s film. 


After all,

Moments later, the projec¬ 
tor was turned off, the lights 
were raised, and a group of 
women, clearly seeking vindi¬ 
cation of some sort, stood tri¬ 
umphantly at the theatre’s 
back entrance. I wondered if 
the projector itself had been 
stormed by a group of angry 
feminists, the film destroyed 
in a fit of vigilante terrorism 
to protest the film’s violent 
images. Nah, I thought, this is 
liberal old San Francisco. We 
know better here. 

But then the guys in back 
started yelling, and after a 
few moments of protest, the 
20 or so people who still re¬ 
mained got to watch the last 
few minutes of the film they 
had chosen to come see. Free 
speech had prevailed. Nar¬ 
rowly. Yet far from being 
shocked and appalled at the 
scenes before me on the 
screen, I found myself mostly 
just chuckling quietly. After 
the audience display we’d 
just witnessed, how outraged 
could I really be by the video¬ 
taped image of a punky 
leather dyke — who I knew to 
be the filmmaker herself — 
beating the crap out of an old 
bicycle? 

Negative Reactions 

Now I don’t know Azian 
Nurudin personally. But I can 
bet that she would have 
found the whole scene at the 
Roxie that afternoon quite 
amusing. She herself admits 
that her work is not easily ac¬ 
cessible. In fact, she’s used to 
having audiences react nega¬ 


tively to her films, particular¬ 
ly “Nancy’s Nightmare,” a 
film about lesbian S/M set 
against a background of Nan¬ 
cy Sinatra and Megadeath 
renditions of “These Boots 
Are Made for Walking.” Iron¬ 
ically, this film, also screened 
at the program I attended, 
didn’t cause too much of a 
fuss. 

In an Advocate piece on 
Nurudin last year, the 
“Malaysian Series” was de¬ 
scribed by the filmmaker as a 
statement about Malaysian fe¬ 
male angst, surreal Western 
anxieties and the “dilemma of 
the housewife in urban soci¬ 
ety.” Whether or not I got 
that from the work in ques¬ 
tion is debatable. But I do 
know that the reason I go to 
experimental short film pro¬ 
grams, particularly at gay or 
women’s film fests, is to see 
new works by independent 
filmmakers and make up my 
own mind about their merits, 
not be easily entertained by 
pretty pictures. 

As such, filmgoers who 
walked out at the violence in 
Nurudin’s flick had every 
right to do so, but they did 
not have the right to get the 
film stopped. These same 
folks might be surprised to 
find out that filmmaker Nu¬ 
rudin is actually quite con¬ 
cerned about violence against 
women. But this concern 
doesn’t stop her from explor¬ 
ing the rituals of S/M on¬ 
screen or in taking chances by 
making feminist films that 
aren’t sweet or non-violent. 
As Nurudin explained to the 
Advocate, “I don’t believe in 
making only ‘safe’ works. 
When my work is controver¬ 
sial, this does not disturb me 
at all. I actually prefer such 
intensity of feeling rather 
than indifference.” 

Judging by the audience re¬ 
action at the On Screen festi¬ 
val, you could say she’s ac¬ 
complished her goals quite 
well. Whether the On Screen 
festival, which, according to 
their program, purports to let 
“women speak,” has accom¬ 
plished theirs by attempting 
to silence a film on their own 
roster is another question en¬ 
tirely. ▼

CUAV Looking for a New Home

Rats, electrical problems 
and the possibility that a 
structural support beam may 
collapse and send two second- 
floor offices of Community 
United Against Violence 
crashing down has forced the 
anti-violence agency to seek 
new quarters. 

“We’re looking for a space 
that fits our budget,” CUAV 
Executive Director Barbara 
Cameron said. “We’re limited 
by that. We want a place 
where the electricity doesn’t 
go off every hour, a place that 
isn’t rat-infested, which this 
place is, and a place that’s 
wheelchair accessible.” 

The group has been locat¬ 
ed at 514 Castro for almost a 
decade, she said, and it’s time 
to move. 

“We’d like normal office 
space and can afford up to 
$2,000 a month,” Cameron 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“The agency has been here al¬ 
most since it incorporated 10 
years ago, and we’ve scoured 


the neighborhood looking for 
space. There really hasn’t 
been anything.” 

CUAV employees are 
working staggered shifts be-

cause two offices housing four 
of the agency’s seven employ¬ 
ees have been declared un¬ 
safe by the landlord’s struc¬ 
tural engineer. 

“The rooms tilt. The engi¬ 
neer’s report says it’s a beam 
supporting the floor that 
could collapse — no one can 
go back there. It’s gotten 
worse. We always thought it 
was just because it’s an old 
building, but it’s because it’s 
slipping,” Cameron said. 

Attorneys for the agency 


are negotiating for a rent re¬ 
duction while the group occu¬ 
pies the flat. 

With an annual budget of 
almost $300,000 from a vari¬ 
ety of sources including the 
District Attorney’s Office and 
the Department of Public 
Health, Cameron said that 
CUAV also needs to be 
wheelchair accessible. The 
steep flight of stairs clients 
must now negotiate to reach 
the upstairs offices makes this 
an impossibility. 

“We have a broker look¬ 
ing for us, we’ve all driven up 
and down the streets, we’re 
hoping that a news story 
might get some results,” she 
said. 

Among its services CUAV 
provides a speaker’s bureau 
on lesbian and gay lifestyles 
and assistance to victims of 
gay bashings and gay and les¬ 
bian domestic violence.

LOS ANGELES - Physi¬ 
cal assaults against gays are 
up 50 percent compared with 
last year, according to a re¬ 
port released Jan. 23 by the 
Anti-Violence Project of the 
Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center. 

The Center took in 192 di¬ 
rect reports of violent inci¬ 
dents in 1991, 78 of which 
were violent physical as¬ 
saults, followed by 76 inci¬ 
dents of threats of violence, 
34 reports of harassment, and 
four reports of vandalism all 
specifically related to the sex¬ 
ual orientation of the victim. 

The Center’s Executive Di¬ 
rector Torie Osborn called 
gay bashing “the new Amer¬ 
ican epidemic” at a news con¬ 
ference Jan. 23 and attributed 
the dramatic rise to increased 
political activism and visibil¬ 
ity by lesbians and gays after 
the AB 101 veto, negligence 
by the government, and ha¬ 
tred encouraged by religious 
fundamentalists. 

“This brutal violence has 
become an epidemic that is 
out of control,” Osborn said. 
“I hold the military responsi¬ 
ble. I hold Jesse Helms, and 
Bill Dannemeyer and Lou 
Sheldon responsible for fos¬ 
tering and continuing bigotry 
through the country that ba¬ 
sically gives the stamp of ap¬ 
proval for this kind of vio¬ 
lence. I hold Pete Wilson re¬ 
sponsible for denying gays 


and lesbians a basic right to 
work. And I hold Daryl 
Gates responsible by continu¬ 
ing to marginalize lesbians 
and gay men by continuing to 
fight every single reform recom¬ 
mendation by the Christopher 
Commission designed to im¬ 
prove relations with the gay 
and lesbian community.” 

Though violence against 
lesbians and gays receive lit¬ 
tle mainstream media atten¬ 
tion, bias-motivated physical 
assaults based on sexual ori¬ 
entation outnumber all other 
reports of bias-motivated as¬ 
saults based on race, ethnici¬ 
ty, national origin and reli¬ 
gion reported in 1990 com¬ 
bined, according to Anti-Vio¬ 
lence Project coordinator and 
Center Legal Director Roger 
Coggan. 

Additionally, while threats 
of violence have increased (in¬ 
cluding threats against the 
Center and Osborn specifical¬ 
ly), reports of harassment 
have decreased. But, Coggan 
said, this is not a good sign. 

“It is a sad commentary 
that the level of violence 
against gays and lesbians in 
L.A. County has become so 
great most people who are 
gay and lesbian don’t really 
think it will matter much to 
report an act of harassment. 
It’s just a fact of life,” he said. 

Coggan said that the Cen¬ 
ter’s reports were “just the tip 
of the iceberg,” while noting 
that more people are willing 
to report to the Center than 


the LAPD or the Sheriffs 
Department. 

That underreporting is a 
critical factor in not being 
able to accurately gauge the 
extent of the problem was 
confirmed by Karl Hamner, a 
self-described “big, white, 
straight male” researcher with 
UCLA Department of Sociol¬ 
ogy who has been working 
with the Center to study hate 
crimes against gays. 

Hamner conducted his 
own independent survey dur¬ 
ing the 1991 Christopher 
Street West Festival. Of 560 
lesbians and gays who filled 
out the questionnaire (199 
women, 361 men), 319 report¬ 
ed being subjected to some 
form of violence. But, Ham¬ 
ner said, the problem is “sub¬ 
stantially worse,” in that 
many of the respondents said 
they had been abused more 
than three times. 

In Hamner’s survey 47 per¬ 
cent of men, 26 percent of 
women were assaulted at least 
once, which he said is high in 
comparison with other stud¬ 
ies. Hamner also noted that the 
psychological abuse of verbal 
abuse “is almost as damag¬ 
ing,” though the victims “dis¬ 
counted it as having little 
weight.” 

“It’s clear we’re facing a se¬ 
rious problem,” Hamner 
said, “and the straight com¬ 
munity must join those most 
directly affected. Gay bash¬ 
ing is not just their problem, 
it’s also our problem.”

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Hamner also said the enor¬ 
mity of the AIDS epidemic 
lends legitimacy to gay bash¬ 
ers who view people with 
AIDS as “less than human, 
dirty, and allowable targets.” 

“AIDSphobia at its root is 
homophobia,” Osborn said, 
“(and) homophobia is the last 
acceptable form of bigotry.” 

Several victims of hate 
crimes were on hand to put a 
face on the statistics. Joel 
Rothschild told of being at¬ 
tacked by a cab driver during 
an AB 101 protest march. 

“It’s a miracle that I’m 
alive and can see,” Rothschild 
said after telling of an attack 
that required 26 stitches. 

Brie Cooper told of being 
surrounded, taunted and at¬ 


tacked by a gang of men out¬ 
side a 7-11. He suffered a bro¬ 
ken nose and a dislocated 
jaw as well as tremendous 
emotional stress and poten¬ 
tial loss of work as a model 
and actor. 

Jacques Rosas told of be¬ 
ing attacked by six men 
wielding baseball bats and 
chains in West Hollywood. 
Though he and a companion 
were able to subdue three of 
the assailants, he said a num¬ 
ber of gay men at a local bar 
just stood around and 
watched the attack. He also 
said it took sheriff s deputies 
nine minutes to come one 
block after six 911 calls. ▼ 


Redistricting Plan 
Headed for U.S. Courts

Setting the scene for a fed¬ 
eral court showdown, the Cal¬ 
ifornia Supreme Court Jan. 27 
issued its design of the state’s 
political roadmap for the 
1990s. 

By a vote of 6-1, the 
Supreme Court approved the 
bulk of a reapportionment 
plan that was submitted by its 
appointed Special Masters 
panel of retired judges. The 
plan had drawn fire from the 
state’s Democratic Party and 
several minority groups. 

“Although we are not 
bound by the Masters’ resolu¬ 
tion of these conflicts (con¬ 
cerning the makeup of voting 
districts), we have concluded 
that, with a minor exception 
... we should overrule these 
objections and approve the 
districts drawn by them (the 
Masters),” Chief Justice Mal¬ 
colm Lucas wrote. “The rec¬ 
ommended districts appear to 
reflect reasonable applications 
of the various applicable crite¬ 
ria.” 

The only dissent vote 
came from Justice Stanley 
Mosk, who scolded his fellow 
justices. 

“My colleagues accept the 


following malapportionment 
without serious question — 
more, I hope, out of expedien¬ 
cy than conviction. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the result will haunt 
the people of California for a 
decade,” Mosk wrote. 

While the justices may 
have the final word in the 
state legal system on the re¬ 
districting plan, the federal 
court may be asked to rule on 
whether the maps comply 
with the Voting Rights Act. 
The federal statute prohibits 
any change in election laws 
that reduces the voting 
strength of minorities. 

The Mexican American 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund said the reapportion¬ 
ment plan dilutes Latino vot¬ 
ing blocks, particularly in the 
San Joaquin Valley and the 
Los Angeles area. MALDEF 
said it would ask the U.S. Jus¬ 
tice Department to reject the 
plan because of Voting Rights 
Act violations. 

The group also is consider¬ 
ing adding the state Senate 
and Assembly plans to a fed¬ 
eral court lawsuit against the 
congressional maps. 

“They have approved an il¬ 
legal plan,” Arturo Vargas, 
MALDEF director of out¬ 
reach and policy, said. ▼

Transsexual

LOS ANGELES - Every¬ 
one expected fireworks of the 
first order. Ultra-conservative 
TV screamer Wally George 
was calling non-fans “stupid 
dim-wit jerks” long before 
Morton Downy Jr. learned 
how to smoke (only a slight 
exaggeration). 

Connie Norman, as anyone 
who has been at the end of 
her sharp tongue knows, can 
lacerate the odious quicker, 
louder and funnier than any 
HIV-infected queer transsexu¬ 
al who has endured societal 
penalties for being different. 

But there they were in the 
XEK 95 AM radio studio in 
Hollywood Jan. 28, laughing 
up a storm before “The Con¬ 
nie Norman Show” hit the 
air. 

George, it turns out, is 
quite amicable off-air, regal¬ 
ing the gay volunteers with 
stories of his daughter Rebec¬ 
ca De Momay’s recent suc¬ 
cess. De Mornay plays the 
blond-haired, blue-eyed nut¬ 
case in “The Hand That 
Rocks the Cradle” 

“She hates my show,” 
George said, referring to his 
show “Hot Seat” on the Pat 
Boone-owned KDOC-TV sta¬ 
tion based in staunchly con¬ 
servative Glendale. “Hot 
Seat” is based on the old Joe 
Pyne “rough, gruff’ insult- 
your-enemies-at-the-top-of- 
your-lungs-while-standing-in- 
front-of-the-American-flag 
style talk show. 

But, George revealed, his 
daughter especially did not 
like the way he treated gay 
people. 

“ ‘Daddy,’ she said, ‘why do 
you have to be so violent? It’s 
so embarrassing and it’s not 
the real you. But I especially 
wish you’d be easier on gays. I 
have friends in the industry

“The real culprit in the AB 
101 riot is Wilson,” Truluck 
said. The veto did far more 
damage than most people 
realize. 

“This action by the governor 
gave a clear signal to 
employers throughout Califor¬ 
nia that homosexual people 
are inferiors who do not have 
the right to public protection of 
their jobs,” Truluck said. 
“Thousands of small business 
owners and manufacturers 
were led to question the 
abilities and value of homosex¬ 
ual employees.” 

Truluck contrasts Wilson’s 
degradation of lesbians and 
gay men with findings by the 
American Psychological Asso¬ 
ciation, American Bar Associ¬ 
ation and American Medical 
Association that homosexuali¬ 
ty implies no impairment in 
judgment, stability, reliability 
or general social or vocational 
capability. 

“The small group of pro¬ 
testors who damaged state 
property expressed my own 
anger and outrage and that of 
many more who were harmed 
by this unjust and evil political 
act,” he said. 

The congregation of MCC/ 
Golden Gate includes a gay po¬ 
liceman who strongly opposes 
the violence of the AB 101 pro¬ 
test, as well as a demonstrator

who are gay,’ ” he said. 

Ever since then, George 
said, he has been “easing off.” 
But as a good Christian, he 
still thinks homosexuality is 
an “abomination.” 

He does not however con¬ 
sider himself “one of those 
bigoted hate-mongers.” He 
“deplores anyone who thinks 
they’re superior.” 

The lights for the call-in 
show were lit up a half hour 
before show time. Norman 
set the philosophical tone: 
“Long before there were lib¬ 
erals and conservatives, there 
were neighbors and neigh¬ 
bors sometimes fight over the 
back fence. Within that con¬ 
text, it’s OK to fight.” 

That was one of two calm 
on-air moments in the live 
two-hour show. George 
launched into how, as a Chris¬ 
tian, he thought homosexual¬ 
ity was a “perversion.” Nor¬ 
man jumped all over him, 
“nailing” George on biblical 
interpretation (“Sodom and 
Gomorrah isn’t even about 
sex”) to “gay animals” to God 
loving everyone — until 
George got so flustered and 
confused trying to keep up, 
he inadvertently called Nor¬ 
man “God.” 

George fell silent when 
Norman told him that 
Solomon “was a fag” as evi¬ 
denced by his “love song to 
David.” 

Norman seemed flabber¬ 
gasted when George said that 
homosexuals and bisexuals 
“started AIDS” in America 
through anal sex. He totally 
discounted AIDS as a hetero¬ 
sexual problem in the rest of 
the world. 

When George insisted that 
he was not a gay basher, Nor¬ 
man countered with “that’s 
part of the problem — you 
are.” She referred to her ap¬

who is awaiting trial on accusa¬ 
tions of damage to government 
property. 

Truluck, who is generally 
regarded by his fellow pastors 
as conservative, thinks the 
state has much more to answer 
for than demonstrators do. For 
example, the state “denies 
military careers to patriotic 
and loyal gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple.” 

He decries the fear and hate 
preached by “ignorant and 
vicious religious leaders” and 
feels compelled to protest 
when public policy denies ade¬ 
quate housing and medical ser¬ 
vices to people with AIDS and 
ignores the pain and suffering 
of the homosexual homeless. 

“In God’s view,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “people 
are more important than prop¬ 
erty. ▼ 



pearance on George’s show 
the previous week where 
members of his studio audi¬ 
ence screamed, “Kill the 
queer.” George said he did 
not hear the comments and 
would have made them stop 
if he had. 

The calls seemed evenly 
divided between very young 
male supporters of George 
who attempted to rile Nor¬ 
man about being transsexual, 
and lesbian and gay support¬ 
ers who questioned George’s 
notions about Christian judg¬ 
ment. 

But the real show be¬ 
longed to Norman who chal¬ 
lenged and teased George 


with remarks like “Tell the 
truth, didn’t you ever play 
with a wienie?” And on 
George’s contention that there 
are no gays in the mil¬ 
itary: “You can’t tell me that. 

I gave too many blow jobs.” 

When George exclaimed, 
“You can’t say that on the ra¬ 
dio,” Norman countered that 
though the studio is in Holly¬ 
wood, the transmitter and li¬ 
cense is in Baja, and therefore 
not subject to FCC rules. 

At one point George was 
asked by a caller what he 
would do if one of his chil¬ 
dren confessed to being gay 
or lesbian. For a moment 
there was “dead air,” an 


anathema to seasoned talk 
show hosts. George an¬ 
swered that as a parent he 
“would try to understand and 
get them into counseling,” 
which another caller said had 
not worked for him. 

What the callers could not 
see and the two did not dis¬ 
cuss is the fact that through¬ 
out the show Norman was 
battling night sweats. Later 
George said he felt “sad” 
about Norman’s illness. 

“I like Connie,” George 
said. The two agreed to con¬ 
tinue the dialogue. “Your 
fans need to hear what I have 
to say,” Norman told George 
as they shook hands. ▼

Dallas Council Upholds Ban 
On Gay, Lesbian Police Officers

DALLAS - The Dallas 
City Council, after an emo¬ 
tionally charged marathon 
public debate that ended Jan. 
23, voted 10-5 to uphold an or¬ 
dinance banning gays and les¬ 
bians from serving as police 
officers. 

The council called the pub¬ 
lic hearing after failing to 
come to terms in a discrimi¬ 
nation lawsuit filed by Mica 
England, a Dallas lesbian 
who was not hired by the 
Police Department because of 
her sexual orientation. 

Supporters of the ban 
drew loud boos from the 
packed chamber when they 
spoke of morality, religion 
and law to oppose the lifting 
of the ban. 

“Police officers have to be 
of the highest moral stan¬ 
dards,” said the Rev. Danny 


Souder of the North Lake 
Baptist Church in Dallas. 
“Sodomy is a violation of 
Texas law.” 

Peter Brooks of the Les¬ 
bian/Gay Political Coalition 
cited the city council’s “cruel, 
hypocritical inconsistencies” 
in its treatment of gays. 

“We can defend, prosecute 
and judge, but we cannot ar¬ 
rest people,” he said. 

Councilman Chris Luna, 
who sponsored the resolution 
to overturn the ban, urged the 
council to vote for his mea¬ 
sure. 

“And the question is 
whether certain council mem¬ 
bers will have the political 
courage to do what is right to 
end discrimination,” he said. 

Councilman Glenn Box, 
who voted against the Luna 
measure, said homosexuality 
was “unhealthy and inconsis¬ 
tent with what a majority of 


society thinks is decent, moral 
and good.” 

Sexual relations between 
persons of the same sex are 
prohibited by the Texas penal 
code, but the law was found 
unconstitutional last year. 
That decision is under appeal, 
and arguments are scheduled 
to begin Jan. 29. 

England’s application was 
disqualified by the Police De¬ 
partment in 1987 because she 
failed a polygraph test when 
asked questions about her 
sexual conduct, city officials 
said. Two years later she did 
not complete the application 
process after admitting that 
she is a lesbian. 

England urged council 
members not to “allow your

'Men on Football' Go 
All Out at Halftime 


Man-Killer 
Convicted, 
Calls Jurors 
'Scumbags'

DELAND, Fla. — Jurors 
deliberated 91 minutes Mon¬ 
day, Jan. 27, before convicting 
alleged serial slayer Aileen 
Wuornos in the 1989 shooting 
death of a Clearwater video 
store owner — the first of sev¬ 
en men she has admitted 
killing. 

As the jury of seven wom¬ 
en and five men left the 
courtroom, Wuornos called 
out, “I was raped. I hope you 
get raped, scumbags of Amer¬ 
ica.” 

Wuornos, 35, was convict¬ 
ed of first-degree murder and 
armed robbery with a firearm 
in the December 1989 death 
of Richard Mallory, 51. The 
so-called “Damsel of Death” 
has been charged separately 
with four other slayings and 
is a suspect in two more 
homicides to which she has 
confessed. 

A hearing was scheduled 
for 1:30 p.m. Tuesday, Jan. 28, 
before Judge Uriel Blount to 
hear recommendations for 
sentencing. The prosecution 
has said it will seek the death 
sentence in the Florida elec¬ 
tric chair. 

“We will be presenting 
mitigation or reasons to save 
her life,” Assistant Public De¬ 
fender Tricia Jenkins said af¬ 
ter the verdict was an¬ 
nounced. 

The defense is expected to 
bring in mental health profes¬ 
sionals to portray Wuornos as 
a victim of having lived alone 
since age 14, of having been a 
prostitute since 16, and al¬ 
legedly having been abused 
by a grandfather. 

In closing arguments Mon¬ 
day, Assistant Public Defend¬ 
er William Miller told jurors 
that Wuornos, an admitted 
prostitute, killed in self-de¬ 
fense after Mallory tortured 
and raped her. 

In her testimony Friday, 
Jan. 24, Wuornos said she shot 
Mallory after he raped and 
tortured her. ▼

'Gay-Slaying' DA 
To Train Prosecutors

NEW YORK - The prose¬ 
cutor who was demoted after 
winning the state’s first mur¬ 
der convictions for an anti-gay 
motivated slaying in Queens 
has been hired to train young 
prosecutors in the Bronx. 

Last fall Daniel McCarthy, 
then an executive assistant at¬ 
torney in the Queens District 
Attorney’s Office, won mur¬ 
der convictions in the highly 
publicized case of two Queens 
men charged with luring Julio 
Rivera, who was gay, into a 
secluded area of a Queens 
playground and beating him 
with a hammer, wrench and 
beer bottle. 

Bronx District Attorney 
Robert Johnson said the hir¬ 
ing of McCarthy, 38, “particu¬ 
larly underscores our concern 
about bias crimes in the 
Bronx.’’ 

The borough has been 
struck by several high profile 
bias incidents this month, in¬ 
cluding several involving 
white gangs painting the faces 
of black children with sneak¬ 
er whitener. 

McCarthy, who headed up 
the trial division for the 


Queens District Attorney’s 
Office for two years, will 
serve as Johnson’s director of 
trial training. 

McCarthy’s successful 
prosecution of Edward 
Brown and Esat Bici — espe¬ 
cially a stirring summation — 
was lauded by members of 
the city’s gay community, 
who rallied around the case, 
and members of Rivera’s fam¬ 
ily. 

Nonetheless, five days af¬ 
ter the verdict, Queens Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Richard Brown 
announced that McCarthy 
had been transferred within 
the trial division as part of a 
reshuffling of personnel. 

Brown’s move, however, 
was widely perceived as a de¬ 
motion of McCarthy, and was 
denounced by gay activists. 

The murder convictions of 
Brown and Bici last Novem¬ 
ber were the first in state his¬ 
tory for a crime motivated by 
anti-gay bias. 

Earlier this month Brown 
and Bici were sentenced to 
the maximum prison sen¬ 
tence of 25 years to life in 
prison, and a third man who 
pleaded guilty to manslaugh¬ 
ter got 81/3 to 25 years. ▼ 


HIV+ Worker Sues 
For Reinstatement

HOUSTON - An AIDS ac¬ 
tivist transferred to a position 
not involving direct patient 
contact at the University of 
Texas M.D. Anderson Cancer 
Center filed suit Jan. 22 to get 
reinstated in his former job. 

Brian Bradley, who was re¬ 
moved as a surgical technolo¬ 
gist in July 1991, filed the law¬ 
suit in U.S. District Court, 
challengingthe center’s use of 
guidelines issued by the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control for 
health-care workers. 

Bradley, 30, was trans¬ 
ferred after a Houston Chron¬ 
icle article quoted him as an 
HIV-positive health-care 
worker concerned about the 
new guidelines. He later was 
forced to take a job as a pur¬ 
chase assistant at the center. 


“In my opinion, I find M.D. 
Anderson’s actions to be total¬ 
ly unfounded and unaccept¬ 
able,” Bradley said. “These in¬ 
sults have not only been per¬ 
sonally devastating, but have 
set a precedent in ignorance 
and injustice.” 

Bradley said he voluntarily 
admitted to his superiors 
three years prior to publica¬ 
tion of the Chronicle article 
that he had tested positive. ▼ 

“This entire exercise is the 
pitiful result of our govern¬ 
mental, medical and societal 
communities’ refusal to ad¬ 
dress the realities surround¬ 
ing AIDS,” he said. 

Bradley said he was one of 
the nation’s first health-care 
workers to be removed from 
a job specifically on an em¬ 
ployer claim of compliance 
with the CDC guidelines. ▼ 


Teacher Chided Over 
AIDS Conspiracy Remarks

DETROIT — A teacher at 
Henry Ford High School has 
been reprimanded for giving 
his colleagues a report claim¬ 
ing AIDS was created by 
whites to harm blacks. 

Principal Elijah Porter 
said Jan. 22 he verbally disci¬ 
plined McArthur Mickens, the 
school’s math department 
chairman, for handing out a 
paper entitled “AIDS — Who 
Invented It and Why” to math 
and special education teach¬ 
ers at an instructional work¬ 
shop last month. 

The anonymous four-page 
report reflects a belief among 
some blacks that AIDS is part 
of a white conspiracy to kill 
them that also includes drugs, 


guns and poor medical care. 

Porter said both black and 
white teachers at the school 
objected to the report’s con¬ 
tents. The uproar prompted 
him to call a staff meeting 
this month to calm the staff 
and share his own objections 
to the report. 

About 55 percent of the 
school’s 104 teachers are 
black. Mickens said he decid¬ 
ed to share the report because 
he believed its theories about 
the origin of AIDS were just 
as plausible as the widely 
held belief among immunolo¬ 
gists that the deadly virus 
spread from monkeys in 
Africa. He said he considered 
the monkey theory “disinfor¬ 
mation.” T 


Man Pleads Innocent to Charge 
Of Raping Boy He Met Over Modem

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. - A 
Framingham man pleaded in¬ 
nocent Jan. 24 to charges he 
raped a 12-year-old boy and 
offered to show obscene pic¬ 
tures to two teen-age boys af¬ 
ter meeting the three young¬ 
sters through computer bul¬ 
letin boards. 

Michael Austin, 34, was ar¬ 
raigned in Middlesex County 
Superior Court on charges of 
forcibly raping a child, inde¬ 
cent assault and battery, as¬ 
sault and battery, and dissem¬ 
inating harmful materials to 
minors. 


Austin was ordered held 
on $25,000 cash bail pending a 
Jan. 30 pretrial conference. 

According to prosecutors, 
Austin communicated with 
the 12-year-old boy and one of 
the teen-agers through the Ar¬ 
gus Computerized Exchange 
and with the other teen 
through a Galaxy Games bul¬ 
letin board. 

He allegedly arranged to 
meet the 12-year-old in Haden 
Park in Lexington on Dec. 8 
and, prosecutors say, raped 
him there. Austin allegedly 
offered to show the teen-agers 
pornographic images he 
stored in his home computer 


system, a violation of state 
law, a spokeswoman for the 
Middlesex District Attorney’s 
Office, said. 

Police began investigating 
Austin after they were con¬ 
tacted by the parents of the 
12-year-old. They arrested 
him Jan. 6 and seized his com¬ 
puter system and software. 

Austin has been in jail 
since his arrest. All of the al¬ 
leged victims in the case are 
from Lexington. 

“Parents should reinforce 
to their children that 
strangers are strangers,” Mid¬ 
dlesex County District Attor¬ 
ney Thomas F. Reilly said.

St. Patrick's Parade Organizers 
Charged With Discrimination

NEW YORK — Insisting 
he was seeking justice, not 
punishment, Mayor David 
Dinkins said Jan. 24 the city 
was charging St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade organizers with 
discrimination for barring an 
Irish gay and lesbian group 
from marching. 

He said the city Human 
Rights Commission was seek¬ 
ing a “cease and desist” order 
to block the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, which excluded 
gays from marching as a 
group last year, from barring 
them again this March. 

But due to the politically 
charged nature of the case, 
the city was not yet taking 
the case to court. 

It instead is filing the alle¬ 
gations as a complaint with 
the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, which will take it before 
an administrative judge who 
can issue an order and fines if 
necessary. 

“In filing this complaint, 
the commission staff does not 
seek punishment but justice,” 
said the mayor, who still held 
out hope for a settlement of 
what he termed “very trou¬ 
bling violations of the city’s 
human rights law.” 

Dinkins, who was pelted 
with beer cans last year for 
marching with the Irish Les¬ 
bian and Gay Organization, 
said the city “should not have 


to endure another such dis¬ 
play of hatred and ignorance.” 

“It was an ugly, ugly scene, 
befitting neither the finest tra¬ 
ditions of New Yorkers nor 
the finest traditions of the 
Irish,” he said. 

Anne Maguire, a 
spokeswoman for ILGO, said, 
“We’re not a bit surprised (by 
the city’s action). We’ve 
known all along that we’ve 
been discriminated against.” 

The case apparently was 
so sensitive, however, that the 
city waited until the very last 
day it could file the complaint 
under the commission’s one 
year statute of limitations. 

The charges were being 
filed against the traditional 
parade sponsor — the New 
York County chapter of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians 
— which denied ILGO the 
right to march and later sus¬ 
pended a division of the coun¬ 
ty chapter when it invited the 
gays to march with them and 
the mayor as part of their 
contingent. 

The charges also were be¬ 
ing leveled at the state An¬ 
cient Order of Hibernians, 
which was given the permit 
to run this year’s parade to 
avoid last year’s clash, and 
against the national Hiberni¬ 
ans for failing to take action 
to stop the local chapter. 

The local, state and nation¬ 
al Hibernians recently issued 
a joint statement declaring 


that gays and lesbians would 
not be allowed to march as a 
group in any AOH-sponsored 
parades in the country this 
year. 

Human Rights Commis¬ 
sioner Dennis deLeon said 
the case could very well end 
up before the state’s highest 
court if the Hibernians decid¬ 
ed to take counter legal ac¬ 
tion. 

Pat Gatins, the attorney for 
the state AOH, said a decision 
about whether to take such 
action had not been made. 

But, Gatins said that be¬ 
cause the AOH was bound by 
its charter to uphold the 
teachings of the Catholic 
Church, it cannot allow gays 
and lesbians to march as a 
group. 

“ILGO professes a lifestyle 
that is opposed by the teach¬ 
ings of the church,” he said, 
“and the parade has avoided 
and kept out of the parade 
any group that tries to make 
political or social statements.” 

Gatins added that the 
AOH’s parade committee has 
never stopped individuals 
from marching. 

“These people are still wel¬ 
come, but as to carrying a 
banner, that’s another issue,” 
he said. 

Maguire said ILGO was 
still working on marching as 
a group in this year’s parade.

ACLU 
Appeals 
'Lesbian 
Mom' Case

CHICAGO - The Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union of 
Illinois Jan. 27 said it had filed 
an appeal in the so-called “les¬ 
bian mom” case in which an 
appellate court awarded cus¬ 
tody of a woman’s child to 
her ex-husband because she 
was found to be in a lesbian 
relationship. 

Director John Hammell of 
the Illinois ACLU’s Gay and 
Lesbian Rights Project called 
the case “critical.” The moth¬ 
er’s attorney said the appeal 
filed Jan. 24 asks the state 
Supreme Court “to address 
for the first time whether sex¬ 
ual orientation may be relied 
upon to deny lesbians and 
gay men custody of their chil¬ 
dren.” 

DuPage County Circuit 
Judge Michael Galasso grant¬ 
ed custody of the woman’s 
daughter to the father in 1990, 
then the Illinois Appellate 
Court in Elgin upheld the rul¬ 
ing last year, though it over¬ 
turned the trial judge’s restric¬ 
tions on visitation rights. 

The unidentified woman 
denied having a lesbian rela¬ 
tionship during the trial. 
Galasso found, however, that 
such a relationship existed 
and he awarded custody of 
the daughter to her father. 

Galasso’s ruling was the 
first in Illinois in which a 
judge relied solely on allega¬ 
tions of homosexuality to 
deny custody and restrict vis¬ 
itation. T

Gay Group Mobilizes for '92 Campaign 

The Human Rights Campaign Fund, the nation’s largest les¬ 
bian and gay organization, will mobilize thousands of lesbian 
and gay activists in the 1992 presidential race as part of the 
group’s Presidential Project. The project will work with can¬ 
didates in the major parties to raise issues of concern to gay 
and lesbian Americans, according to a press release. The Pro¬ 
ject will help elect lesbian and gay delegates to the Democrat¬ 
ic and Republican conventions, register lesbian and gay voters 
and produce television spots highlighting lesbian and gay vot¬ 
er concerns. Political consultant and former congressional 
aide Paul Cooper has been hired as the program’s director. 

Clinton Speaks the Loudest 

When it comes to body language, Arkansas Gov. Bill Clin¬ 
ton speaks loudest among the five major Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidates. Marilyn Nyman, president of the Com¬ 
munication and Speech Inc. consulting firm in Horsham, 

Pa., said Clinton’s body language creates a calm, confident 
image and he also gives the impression that he’s a good lis¬ 
tener by keeping eye contact and nodding his head slightly. 
Iowa Sen. Tom Harkin was ranked second, with Nebraska 
Sen. Bob Kerrey third, despite speaking too fast and hunch¬ 
ing over while sitting, and Paul Tsongas, the former Massa¬ 
chusetts senator, fourth because of his high-pitched voice. 
Nyman said former California Gov. Jerry Brown was the 
worst communicator among the bunch. “His hand gestures 
— swinging, excessive, clenched fists — are energetic but dis¬ 
tracting,” she said. — UPI

Gays March Against Right-Wing Leader 

PARIS (UPI) — The demonstration billed as “The march 
against Le Pen” rolled down the broad boulevards of the 
French capital Jan. 25, with more than 70 separate organiza¬ 
tions turning up to denounce the controversial, far-right Na¬ 
tional Front leader. Trotskyists and gay rights activists, 
government ministers and ecologists rubbed shoulders in 
the mostly young crowd of about 60,000, which walked 
from the historic Bastille to Place de la Nation. Most of the 
banners and placards focused on Jean-Marie Le Pen’s stated 
policy of rounding up and deporting any non-French that 
the country “doesn’t need.” The ruling Socialist Party took 
part with its banner at the back of the march, despite some 
placards criticizing Premier Edith Cresson’s attempts to fly 
illegal immigrants home by charter plane. Mainstream cen¬ 
ter-right parties were absent from the demonstration, per¬ 
haps fearing that they too would be targeted by protesters.

Vaccine Successfully 
Fights Simian AIDS 


Activists Blast Bergalis 
Bequest as 'Pittance'

SEATTLE — Experiments 
with monkeys inoculated 
with a non-infectious, geneti¬ 
cally engineered vaccine have 
proven successful in combat¬ 
ing a virus that causes an an¬ 
imal version of AIDS, re¬ 
searchers reported Jan. 23. 

The vaccine not only pro¬ 
tected the inoculated mon¬ 
keys, it also apparently pre¬ 
vented them from spreading 
the disease to others, the re¬ 
searchers said. Whether a 
similar vaccine would work 
against a variety of AIDS 
virus strains or would work 
in humans has not been deter¬ 
mined. 

However, an experimental 
AIDS vaccine undergoing hu¬ 
man testing follows a similar 
strategy, using a portion of 
the virus’ outer protein to 
prompt the immune system 
into generating antibodies 
against the whole virus. Other 
experimental vaccines use 
whole, killed virus. 

Development of a safe and 
effective vaccine against the 
human immunodeficiency 
virus is considered an impor¬ 
tant component of controlling 
the spread of AIDS. The 
virus has infected more than 
1 million Americans, caused 
203,000 AIDS cases and killed 
more than 130,000. 

Vaccine researchers have 
made considerable progress 
in studies using macaques, 
short-tailed monkeys, exposed 
to SIV, or simian immunode¬ 
ficiency virus, the primate 
version of HIV that is the pre¬ 
cursor to an AIDS-like dis¬ 


ease in monkeys. 

The new findings were re¬ 
ported in the journal Science 
by Dr. Shiu-Lok Hu of the 
Bristol-Myers Squibb Phar¬ 
maceutical Research Institute 
of Seattle and Drs. William 
Morton and Philip Greenberg 
of the University of Washing¬ 
ton Health Sciences Center. 

“It’s time to put your sun¬ 
glasses on because we’re com¬ 
ing out of the tunnel,” Morton 
said. “This is significant be¬ 
cause the vaccine-virus that 
was used in this preparation 
was much more closely relat¬ 
ed to the HIV virus than was 
talked about two years ago.” 

Hu was more reserved in 
his appraisal of the progress, 
quoting the Chinese proverb 
that “a thousand-mile journey 
begins with the first step.” 

“I think what we have 
done is taken the first step,” 
Hu said. “What we are hoping 
is that now we have the way 
to learn what is important for 
the development of the hu¬ 
man vaccine.” 

The Seattle researchers 
used “recombinant viral sub¬ 
unit vaccines,” genetically en¬ 
gineered vaccine using only 
bits of the virus’ outer layer. 
Such a vaccine is incapable of 
causing infection. 

Four macaques immunized 
with two inoculations 12 
weeks apart showed an effec¬ 
tive immune response to the 
virus, the researchers said. 
Within two weeks of the first 
inoculation, “all animals 
showed a dramatic (30- to 50- 
fold) increase in antibody re¬ 
sponse” against the vaccine.

When mandatory HIV test¬ 
ing advocate Kimberly 
Bergalis died of AIDS in De¬ 
cember, she left $60,000 for 
AIDS research out of an es¬ 
tate well in excess of a mil¬ 
lion dollars — a bequest some 
AIDS activists call “a pit¬ 
tance.” 

Bergalis, a Florida resident 
who was 23 years old at the 
time of her death, argued that 
she contracted HIV from her 
infected dentist during a De¬ 
cember 1987 double tooth ex¬ 
traction. She was the first 
person in the history of the 
AIDS epidemic to successful¬ 
ly claim that she contracted 
HIV from medical personnel 
during treatment. 

Bergalis received a $1 mil¬ 
lion settlement in a malprac¬ 
tice suit against David Acer, 
the dentist. Acer died of 
AIDS in 1990. Bergalis also 
obtained an undisclosed sum 
from CIGNA Dental Health 
of Florida, the care provider 
that referred her to Acer. 

Bergalis spent much of her 
last year campaigning for 
mandatory HIV testing of 
health-care workers and re¬ 
strictions on the practices of 
those found to be infected. 
Mandatory testing laws are 
widely opposed by health¬ 


care associations and profes¬ 
sionals as ineffective and dan¬ 
gerous.

Bergalis’ contribution to 
AIDS research as a pittance 
from someone whose fortune 
was gained as a result of hav¬ 
ing AIDS. 

“It’s not like she was a 
wealthy woman who decided 
to be generous,” Botkin said. 
“She got that money because 
she had AIDS. She took it all 
and gave just a tiny bit back 
to the AIDS community. I 
think that shows that her true 
priority is not ending the pan¬ 
demic.” 

Many lingering questions 
about Bergalis’ case were nev¬ 


er resolved, and the medical 
and civil rights controversies 
surrounding the case contin¬ 
ue. Many doctors believe that 
Bergalis’ case was one of pa- 
tient-to-patient transmission 
via poorly sterilized instru¬ 
ments, with Acer’s own HIV 
status having no direct role. 

Bergalis left $50,000 to the 
University of Miami, where 
she was treated, and $10,000 
to the Vero Beach AIDS Sup¬ 
port Group. Another $5,000 
was left to a pastor who coun¬ 
seled her in December 1989. 

In honor of a family joke, 
Bergalis’ aunt received 
$60,000 to buy a Porsche. A 
friend who left a job to help 
her got $50,000. But the bulk 
of the estate went to Bergalis’ 
parents, who said they would 
donate money both to AIDS 
research and to politicians 
and organizations advocating 
mandatory HIV testing for 
medical workers. 

“We’re going to start 
putting some money where 
our mouth is,” Bergalis’ moth¬ 
er Anna told the press, in ap¬ 
parent reference to her pur¬ 
suit of mandatory testing 
laws. “I did receive justice in 
the courts with that settle¬ 
ment, but I never received 
my vengeance.” ▼

3 New Bike-A-Thon Beneficiaries 

Different Spokes/San Francisco Bicycle Club has added 
three new AIDS agencies to its list of 15 beneficiaries for 
the Eight Annual AIDS Bike-A-Thon set for May 9. Lyon 
Martin Women’s Health Services, the Visiting Nurses and 
Hospice of San Francisco along with 18th Street Services 
will benefit from this year’s event. Organizers hope to raise 
$300,000 in this year’s marathon. The group also named for¬ 
mer U.S. National Cycling Team member Cindy Olavarri 
and Maynard Hershon, a well-known bicycling personality, 
as honorary co-chairs of the group. Volunteers are still 
needed to help plan, organize and promote the event, which 
features 25-mile, 100-kilometer and 100-mile courses for the 
pledge rides.

HIV-Positive Man Charged in Rapes 

DETROIT (UPI) — A Detroiter, who police say preyed on 
women in their locked homes and is infected with HIV, has 
been charged in four rapes. Dwayne Peterson, 26, is a sus¬ 
pect in as many as six other rapes and 100 burglaries on the 
city’s northwest side. One alleged rape victim also has test¬ 
ed positive for the virus. In addition to four rape counts, 
Peterson was charged with attempted rape in a spree that 
police said began with a burglary last September. After the 
arraignment, Peterson’s attorney, Sequoia DuBose, criti¬ 
cized police for publicly stating his client is infected with 
HIV. “It was totally illegal for them to reveal to the whole 
world he is HIV positive,” DuBose said. “He’s innocent until 
proven guilty, and it was a violation of his privacy to leak 
that information.” 


HIV on the Rise in Indonesia 

JAKARTA (UPI) — Indonesia reported Jan. 24 that 120 peo¬ 
ple tested positive for HIV last month, more than three 
times the number found nationwide only two months earli¬ 
er. Government officials said they were alarmed by the 
statistic and planned an immediate education campaign for 
both themselves and the public, but ruled out such Western 
programs as the distribution of condoms. Sixteen people 
have died of AIDS in Indonesia, including several foreign¬ 
ers, officials said. Health Minister Adhyatma earlier called 
on the country’s religious leaders to join in the government 
campaign to prevent the spread of AIDS.

Broadway 
Director 
Dies of AIDS

NEW YORK - A.J. An- 
toon, Broadway and off- 
Broadway director responsi¬ 
ble for many productions of 
the late Joseph Papp’s New 
York Shakespeare Festival, 
died Jan. 22 of an AIDS-relat¬ 
ed illness, a festival spokes¬ 
man announced. He was 47. 

Antoon had the unique 
honor of being nominated for 
two 1973 Tony Awards for 
NYSF productions that 
moved to Broadway — “That 
Championship Season” and 
“Much Ado About Nothing.” 

He won it for “That Cham¬ 
pionship Season,” while his 
“Much Ado About Nothing” 
was broadcast on CBS-TV in 
prime time. 

He inaugurated Papp’s 
Shakespeare marathon of all 
36 plays in the Bard’s canon 
three seasons ago with a 
widely acclaimed “A Midsum¬ 
mer Night’s Dream” starring 
F. Murray Abraham and Eliz¬ 
abeth McGovern. 

In summer 1990 he staged 
a wild-west version of “The 
Taming of the Shrew” star¬ 
ring Morgan Freeman and 
Tracey Ullman. 

On Broadway he directed 
Liza Minnelli and Chita 
Rivera in “The Rink,” Neil Si¬ 
mon’s “The Good Doctor,” 
and Strindberg’s “The Dance 
of Death.” In Los Angeles he 
directed a “South Pacific” 
starring Richard Kiley. 

His notable NYSF produc¬

Stricter TB 

Screening 

Urged

BOSTON — Tuberculosis 
can spread so rapidly through 
facilities inhabited by people 
infected with the AIDS virus 
that more screening is needed 
for TB among both patients 
and health workers, re¬ 
searchers said Jan. 22. 

Scientists in San Francisco 
said that among 30 residents 
of a housing facility for peo¬ 
ple with the human immun¬ 
odeficiency virus who were 
exposed to TB infection, 11 
developed active tuberculosis 
and four others tested posi¬ 
tive for TB on a skin test. 

A “striking” feature of the 
outbreak was the “high per¬ 
centage of exposed people in 
whom tuberculosis developed 
and the rapidity with which it 
did so,” the researchers re¬ 
ported in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

The incident demonstrates 
the need for “prompt and 
thorough investigation of con¬ 
tacts” of someone who is diag¬ 
nosed with TB and is around 
HIV-infected people, whether 
or not that person is HIV pos¬ 
itive, said Dr. Charles Daley 
of San Francisco General 
Hospital, chief author of the 
study. 

Tuberculosis is caused by 
a bacterium that is spread 
through the air and can mul¬ 
tiply in the lungs, causing pro¬ 
gressive damage to lung tis¬ 
sue if left untreated. For 
decades the disease was on 
the decline in the United 
States, but began surging 
again in the mid-1980s. 

Public health officials have 
attributed the resurgence of 
the disease to a number of 
factors, including immigration 
and homelessness, but they 
say a primary cause also has 
been the AIDS epidemic. 

An estimated 10 million to 
15 million people in the Unit¬ 
ed States are infected with la¬ 
tent TB, but most of them 
will never develop symptoms 
or active cases of the disease, 
because their immune sys¬ 
tems suppress active infec¬ 
tion. 

However, the weakened 
immune systems of people in¬ 
fected with the AIDS virus 
can make them especially vul¬ 
nerable both to initial infec¬ 
tion and rapid progression to 
full-blown TB, researchers 
say. 

Among 28 staff members 
who wo rked at th e fac ility 
where the outbreak reported 
by Daley took place, there 
were no cases of TB, al¬ 
though he said 14 of the 
workers showed positive reac¬ 
tions to skin tests. 

Daley said there should be 
“heightened concern about 
the screening for tuberculosis 
of persons who are admitted 
to HIV-care facilities as well 
as the screening of employ¬ 
ees.” 

In addition, he said people 
with suspicious symptoms 
need to be evaluated prompt¬ 
ly and TB risks should be dis¬ 
cussed with “HIV-infected 
health-care workers and 
surveillance should be extend¬ 
ed to them as well. ” 

There are about 22,000 cas¬ 
es of TB annually in the coun¬ 
try and about 2,000 deaths. 
An official at the Centers for 
Disease Control in Atlanta 
said last week that investiga¬ 
tors were probing six recent 
outbreaks of drug-resistant 
TB in Florida and New York.

respects, the Australian gov¬ 
ernment has taken a lead in 
combating HIV infection, un¬ 
like the American govern¬ 
ment. 

“The Australian view,” 
said Grealy, “is that AIDS is 
an important, dangerous and 
real threat to the Australian 
population. Obviously there 
are high risk groups, but the 
government’s approach to 
public awareness is that all 
people are potentially at risk 
for contracting HIV. We also 
recognize that AIDS is an in¬ 
ternational, global problem 
that needs not only local re¬ 
sponse but international coop¬ 
eration and international ef¬ 
forts to overcome and cure it. 

“The bottom line is look 
where the money is and look 
what’s actually done. Don’t 
pay attention to a couple of 
careless and incautious com¬ 
ments by an individual speak¬ 
ing in an individual capacity. 
It’s become a storm in a 
teacup. Even the foreign 
minister Sen. Gareth Evans 
(in Washington to discuss aid 
for the former Soviet Union) 
criticized Dr. Sando very 
strongly and said his com¬ 
ments were ridiculous, out of 
date and didn’t reflect the re¬ 
ality of the Australian atti¬ 


tude.” 

In addition to Grealy and 
Evans, a leading Australian 
sports official, David Wooley, 
chief executive of Australia’s 
governing body for basket¬ 
ball, said Jan. 28 he was “em¬ 
barrassed” when basketball 
players in his country said 
they would decline to com¬ 
pete against Johnson. 

Last week, Australian play¬ 
er Ray Borner was one of sev¬ 
eral who expressed concern 
about playing against John¬ 
son. Borner said he would 
pass up the chance to win a 
gold medal if it meant being 
on the same court with John¬ 
son, saying the chance of be¬ 
ing infected during a game 
was “a long shot, but it’s pos¬ 
sible.” 

Wooley said ignorance 
prompted such remarks, in¬ 
cluding those from other Aus¬ 
tralian players who said they 
would sit out the 1992 
Olympics in Barcelona this 
summer to avoid being in the 
same game with Johnson. 

“We are very disappointed 
and obviously very distressed 
and embarrassed by several 
of the comments that have 
been made by players,” Woo¬ 
ley said. “Because of the pro¬ 
gram that we have been un¬ 
dertaking for the last five 
years, an awareness program, 
really it begs the question of 
how much of this information 
has been taken in by the play¬ 
ers.” 


Wooley invited Johnson to 
captain the U.S. team sched¬ 
uled to play in Australia in 
July. Other Australian players 
have also said they would be 
honored to play against John¬ 
son. 

The U.S. Olympic Com¬ 
mittee defended Johnson’s se¬ 
lection to its team and stood 
by his right to play in 
Barcelona. 

“The position of the USOC 
remains solidly behind Mag¬ 
ic’s participation as a member 
of the U.S. Olympic basket¬ 
ball team in Barcelona,” said 
USOC spokesman Mike 
Moran. “The physicians who 
are associated with the USOC 
are unanimous in their view 
that the risk of transmission 
of HIV in basketball is zero.” 

For his part, Magic John¬ 
son told KABC-TV sports re¬ 
porter Jim Hill on Jan. 27 that 
he was surprised by the com¬ 
ments, especially after some 
“excited” Australian “kids” 
had approached him in a 
restaurant and begged him to 
come to Australia. 

“It was just funny that that 
would happen,” Johnson said, 
after the Australian kids told 
him how beloved he was in 
that country.

single out and intimidate 
ACT UP by detailing the un¬ 
usually large numbers of offi¬ 
cers to the event and ordering 
that all laws, including minor 
infractions, be enforced. 

Saying that the issues were 


broader than the single 
charge of unwarranted action 
“invented by the OCC” as a 
response to activist com¬ 
plaints about police crowd 
control procedures, Kosk- 
ovich was critical of the deci¬ 
sion to close the case. 

“The OCC did not question 
Reed about why he decided 
to change the enforcement 
policy for the Oct. 6 protest. 
Reed’s decision to single out 
one group in this way clearly 


demonstrates a violation of 
state and federal guarantees 
of equal treatment on the ba¬ 
sis of political beliefs or affil¬ 
iations,” he said. 

Casey told the Bay Area 
Reporter that both he and for¬ 
mer Chief Frank Jordan have 
both repeatedly said that the 
way the demonstration was 
handled by the police was im¬ 
proper.

happen while I’m chief of po¬ 
lice,” Casey said. 

Koskovich said that the 
outcome of the case indicates 
that the new system of han¬ 
dling OCC complaints is a 
“spectacular failure.” 

“The chief is still able to 
completely derail the suppos¬ 
edly independent civilian 
oversight process and dictate 
the outcome of cases to the 
OCC,” he said. 

Casey said that’s wishful 
thinking. 

“He greatly overestimates 


my power and influence. I 
don’t have any control or in¬ 
fluence over the OCC pro¬ 
cess,” he said. 

Although Koskovich said 
that since the re-investigation 
resulted in a reversal of the 
sustained charges against 
Reed, the complainants 
should have rights to appeal. 

That’s not going to hap¬ 
pen, said acting OCC Director 
John Parker. 

The case is closed and 
there can be no appeal, he 
said. ▼

tually destroyed” the group’s 
local chapter, according to 
Bay Area activists familiar 
with the organization. 

Meanwhile, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Public Library, after a 
volatile public debate, is con¬ 
sidering changing its rules to 
discourage NAMBLA’s pre¬ 
sent use of library facilities. 

Under the new proposed 
policy, the group would still 
be able to apply for library 
space, but could be assigned a 
meeting area in a library facil¬ 
ity not used by children. 

NAMBLA has yet to re¬ 
spond to the library’s possible 
policy change and doesn’t 
plan any public meetings in 
the foreseeable future. 

Echols has led a one-man 
crusade against the pedophile 
group since 1985, and ap¬ 
proached several Bay Area 
news organizations with his 
offer to infiltrate the group, 
before finally being taken on 
by KRON. 

“I wasn’t ever in the em¬ 
ploy of a police department,” 
said Echols, defending his ef¬ 
forts. “In fact, the FBI offered 
to pay me to infiltrate their 
New York chapter, but I 
turned them down.” 

Echols told the Bay Area 
Reporter in an interview that 
“there was a degree of sensa¬ 
tionalism” in KRON’s report¬ 
ing. 

“It will certainly be some 


time before it (the SF chap¬ 
ter) is back on its feet,” said 
Bill Andriette, national 
spokesman for NAMBLA. 
“But I don’t think it will be a 
fatal blow. We definitely plan 
to march in this year’s San 
Francisco gay pride parade.” 

NAMBLA contingents par¬ 
ticipate in gay pride marches 
in Boston, New York City 
and San Francisco. They 
have been denied permission 
to march in the Los Angeles 
parade, and pioneer gay liber- 
ationist Harry Hay, founder 
of the Mattachine Society, 
was physically ejected from 
Los Angeles’ 1988 pride pa¬ 
rade for wearing a NAMBLA

Commenting on the mea¬ 
sures’ quick passage by the 
supervisors, Lester Olmstead- 
Rose, aide to Alioto, said, 
“The studies are in now 
showing that needle exchange 
works. It’s become just a mat¬ 
ter of common sense.” 

The principal study to soft¬ 
en the opposition to needle 
exchanges, particularly in the 
African American communi¬ 
ty, was done in New Haven, 
Conn. That study’s initial 
findings, released last summer, 
indicated that HIV transmis¬ 
sion had been cut by a third 
in New Haven’s drug-using 
population. 

The National Commission 
on AIDS last summer also 
strongly endorsed needle ex¬ 
changes and treatment on de¬ 
mand as important tools in 
stemming the rise in HIV in¬ 
fection among drug users. 

The major obstacle to car¬ 
rying out the supervisors’ 
vote is the state law that re¬ 
quires a permit or prescrip¬ 
tion to furnish hypodermic 
needles. Identical laws are be¬ 
ing proposed in both the state 
Senate, by Sen. Diane Wat¬ 
son, and House, by Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown, to au¬ 
thorize a “pilot” needle-ex¬ 
change program in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The bills also authorize 
other localities to create their 
own programs, but contain no 
appropriations for anyone’s 
program. 

According to Olmstead- 
Rose, the supervisors acted 
this week to have the prepa¬ 
rations in place for a needle- 


exchange system by the time 
the state legislation is passed. 

Jim Lewis of Willie 
Brown’s office, said, “The 
speaker will do everything 
he can to process the legisla¬ 
tion as expeditiously as possi¬ 
ble, but there are too many 
variables to predict how soon 
that will occur.” 

Even if the needle-ex- 
change law does pass in this 
session of the Legislature, the 
bill, like most legislation, will 
not go into effect until Jan. 1, 
1992. It remains to be seen 
how far in advance of that 
date the city will be able to 
start moving. 

In the meantime, George 
Clark, coordinator of Preven¬ 
tion Point, said that the orga¬ 
nization continues to struggle 
along. 

“We’re still the largest nee¬ 
dle exchange in the country, 
and we’re still trying to figure 
out how to pay the bills,” 
Clark said. 

This week Clark has to 
raise another $3,500 to pay off 
a $10,000 bill for syringes. If 
he can’t find the money, Pre¬ 
vention Point won’t be able 
to order more IV needles 
when its stock runs out. ▼

“Wednesday night was an¬ 
gry and defiant. The message 
that ran through the crowd 
was that we will always re¬ 
sist.

Activists agree that Califor¬ 
nia’s strong privacy laws 
make reproductive rights 
here secure for the immediate 
future. But they interpreted 


the court’s announcement

Bosia fired off a salvo of 
political criticism at Migden, 
saying that Marks lobbied for 
her appointment as the first 
state lesbian or gay commis¬ 
sioner and that she was his 
first endorsement in the 1990 
campaign.

vania case as yet another step 
in the Reagan/Bush Court’s 
relentless chipping away at 
reproductive rights nation¬ 
wide.

And even 
though “it is clear that Cali¬ 
fornia has a pro-choice major¬ 
ity,” reproductive freedom 
may eventually be vulnerable 
in California, she said.

sign. 

Since the first KRON re¬ 
ports, many members of San 
Francisco’s gay and lesbian 
community have called for 
the eviction of the pedophile 
group from the city’s annual 
pride march. 

“If NAMBLA does march 
in this year’s parade, its con¬ 
tingent will consist entirely of 
members of the Revolution¬ 
ary Workers League,” said a 
local NAMBLA supporter 
who insisted on anonymity. 
“The local chapter was al¬ 
ready virtually run by the 
RWL, and the current contro¬ 
versy will only accentuate 
that trend since everyone else 
has to run for cover while the 
RWL has reveled in the op¬ 
portunity to grab attention.” 

The RWL, a Trotskyist 
group with a chapter in the 
East Bay, recently stepped up 
its “intervention” in the Bay 
Area’s gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, and apparently fa¬ 
vored NAMBLA as one of the 
very few organizations even 
more ostracized than them¬ 
selves. 

NAMBLA’s San Francisco 
chapter was never very big or 
active even before the KRON 
investigation, an activist who 
also requested anonymity told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

“I knew it was bullshit 
when they talked about a list 
of ‘13 convicted child mo¬ 
lesters’ in the local chapter,” 
he said. “NAMBLA never had 
that many members out here 
in the first place.” ▼

Broadway” by playwright 
Robert Patrick, Angus, who 
has AIDS, actually brings to 
his art a much different spirit 
than the French painter. 

According to Turnbaugh, 
Angus hates Patrick’s appella¬ 
tion, seeing his art as directly 
expressive of “the solitariness, 
the loneliness and lack of ca¬ 
maraderie of gay men on the 
prowl for sex.” The scene of 
many of his paintings is the 
Gaiety Theatre in New York, 
where, Turnbaugh points out, 
“There is no gaiety, only 
somber onanists watching the 
speculation and calculation 
between youth and age, hus¬ 
tler and john.” 

Turnbaugh expects his 
book Floor Show: The Art 
of Patrick Angus to correct 
any previous misconceptions 
concerning Angus’ art and to 
bring gay sexual expression 
more out in the open. The 
volume will be published this 
coming spring. 

Even though UCSB Pro¬ 


fessor Gary H. Brown 
brought about the Santa Bar¬ 
bara show, various strictures 
had to be observed. Original¬ 
ly, the university specified 
that “no paintings or draw¬ 
ings that illustrate sexual 
arousal or are otherwise sex¬ 
ually explicit are to be in¬ 
stalled.” Furthermore, there 
was to be installed by the en¬ 
trance an additional wall “so 
that only those who wish to 
view the exhibit could do so.” 

Ironic Timing 

These strictures have since 
been removed, but the puni¬ 
tive announcement that 
“there is no funding to pro¬ 
vide assistance with exhibit 
expenses” still stands and 
“partitions will be used to 
screen portions of the exhibit 
so that those who may be un¬ 
aware of the exhibit’s content 
will not have it thrust upon 
them.” Turnbaugh adds that 
all this is happening, ironical-

D o you ever feel lost? 

I do. I think it has 
something to do 
with the disintegra¬ 
tion of American culture. 
More specifically, I’m refer¬ 
ring to the fact that over the 
past 10 years, certain accepted 
truths about American life 
have become myth. For ex¬ 
ample, working hard no 
longer guarantees financial se¬ 
curity. The family, the sus¬ 
taining social unit of this na¬ 
tion since its inception, no 
longer exists. Form has be¬ 
come content. Reactionary 
preaching masquerades as po¬ 
litical debate. And coping has 
replaced fulfillment. 

I am not waxing nostalgic 
for a simpler time when ev¬ 
ery question had an answer 
and obedience was bliss. Per¬ 
haps a simpler time never ex¬ 
isted. Perhaps the Good Old 
Days are merely a media con¬ 
coction whipped up to give 
the masses something to as¬ 
pire to. I don’t know. All I do 
know is that my friends and I 
are spending a hell of a lot of 
effort trying to find some 
meaning in life, with no road 
maps, fairy tales, advice or 
decrees to assist us. The big 
brass ring our parents 
reached for has been replaced 
by a set of car keys, and we 
keep driving, destination un¬ 
known. 

The Whistling Song, 
Stephen Beachy’s first novel, 
is about driving. 

Matt, the story’s hero, 
spends his childhood in an av¬ 
erage Midwestern town. His 
father works at a mass-mail¬ 
ing factory by day and scrib¬ 
bles metaphysical theories by 
night. His mother’s dreami¬ 
ness leads her away from 
housekeeping duties and to¬ 
ward Bible stories. His 
babysitter Andalusia inspires 
devotion. But slowly, his 
world falls apart. Andalusia 


leaves. His father loses his 
job. Material comforts disap¬ 
pear one by one. When Matt 
doesn’t get a new bicycle for 
Christmas, in anger he wishes 
his parents dead. One morn¬ 
ing he gets up early to do his 
paper route and finds them 
murdered in their bed. 

Delinquent Love 

Alone in the world, Matt is 
shipped to an orphanage. 
There, Matt hooks up with 
Jimmy, a beautiful delinquent 
with a mysterious past. To¬ 
gether they sneak out after 
dark and drink and vandalize 
property, and Matt’s admira¬ 
tion of Jimmy evolves into 
love. But eventually Jimmy 
gets fed up with the sexual 
abuse used as punishment for 
his bad behavior by the male 
supervisor of the orphanage. 
The two boys hit the road. 

What starts out as a means 
of escape turns into a way of 
life as Matt and Jimmy hitch¬ 
hike their way across the 
eastern United States. But 
when Jimmy vanishes in 
Florida, Matt begins a solo 
quest to recover the things 
that he’s lost. 

Matt sticks out his thumb. 
The black asphalt interstates 
are his Yellow Brick Road. In 
between rides, he sleeps in 
fields. He steals candy bars 
from convenience stores. 
Here and there he takes a job. 
Occasionally people take Matt 
in, provide him with food and 
shelter and companionship, 
give him a brief respite from

D ouglas Blair Turn¬ 
baugh, whose 
books on British 
artist Duncan 

Grant, Duncan Grant and the 
Bloomsbury Group (1987) 
and Private: The Erotic Art 
of Duncan Grant (1989), 
brought this most significant 
gay artist back from the ob¬ 
scurity into which he had 
been thrust by shifting art 
tides and the revived Victori¬ 
an prudery of his heirs, will 
speak of his struggles against 
the neglect and repression of 
erotic art at A Different Light 
this Sunday, Feb. 2, at 5 p.m. 

Currently engaged in 
achieving recognition for 
American artist Patrick An¬ 
gus, whose gay erotic art is 
having its first one-man show 
at a gallery on the University 
of California at Santa Barbara 
campus, Turnbaugh sees cen¬ 
sorious influences in the art 
world repressing the honest 
expression of gay sexuality — 
as in the cases of Grant and 
Angus. 

In the case of Grant, Turn¬ 
baugh cites the efforts of An¬ 
gelica Garnett, Duncan’s 
daughter by Vanessa Bell 
(Virginia Woolf s sister), as a 
prime example of vengeful 
prudery. Garnett successfully 
stopped the publication in 
Great Britain of Turnbaugh’s 
Duncan Grant and the 
Bloomsbury Group. Though 
the case never went to court — 
and English lawyers have 
told Turnbaugh that he 
would probably win if he 
pressed suit — Bloomsbury 
Publishing, the British com¬ 
pany to whom original Amer¬ 
ican publisher Lyle Stuart 
had awarded rights, was in¬ 
timidated by Garnett’s threat 
and withheld sale. 

The irony, of course, is 
that Angelica herself is a 
product of a group of artists 
and intellectuals whose bisex¬ 
ual bed hopping was alter¬ 
nately amusing and agoniz¬ 
ing. 

An Angry Enemy 

This thwarting has made 
Turnbaugh an angry enemy 
of artistic censorship, and his 
present efforts on behalf of 
Patrick Angus are in great 
part a result of that. Called 
“the Toulouse-Lautrec of

misery resurrected into the 
flesh. It’s all in the delivery. 
Lines like “The loveless learn 
to love ... less” get their punch 
from a mere pause. 

Hand-jive gestures by a 
wordless female sideline duo 
at first might seem incongru¬ 
ous to the uninitiated but ac¬ 
tually provide deft counter¬ 
point in Fred Adler’s Classi¬ 
fied, in which want ads are 
recited toward a bloke, him¬ 
self bemoaning loss of work 
and love, against various ver¬ 
bal and visual antimonies. 

In the finale, Stationaries, 
Kevin Killian’s smug toss off 
of “It’s a people world” plati¬ 
tude congenially confronts 
Rodefer’s resigned “There’s a 
lot less to suck on nowadays.” 
Killian, Rodefer and Benson 
collaborated on this end game 
as a trio of seen-better-times, 
over-overcoated misfits as¬ 
sembled to rant modern ur¬ 
ban complaints. Their profes¬ 
sional aplomb and gung-ho 
resonance make this event an 
occasion to which one can 
only respond, “Encore” — and 
soon. ▼

the developing aesthetic ten¬ 
sions can bump and mingle 
among the works. 

Julie Murray’s A Legend 
of Parts, Mantilla and Con¬ 
scious are funny, free¬ 
wheeling and refreshingly 
non-didactic. The kicker 
about grabbing frames of film 
and chopping your cinema 
salad from them is that the li¬ 
bido is in high gear and all 
sorts of invigorating aesthetic 
havoc may be welcomely 
wrought. One is automatically 
removed from the personal¬ 
ized sanctity of every frame, 
and so one can either run riot 
with a machete on the footage 
or, if one is an artist, shape 
with keen attack and charm¬ 
ing gusto an individual, com¬ 
pelling look at the world. 

Jay Rosenblatt’s Short of 
Breath and Brain in the 
Desert are more reined in 
and somber, mysterious and 


disturbing. Greta Snider in 
Mute, Futility and Blood Sto¬ 
ry dollops in her own shot 
material, often predominantly 
so, and is a mite influenced 
by Su Friedrich — often the 
concerns are buoyed by the 
contrasts of imagery, visually 
printed text and voice-over 
narration. These three strains, 
sometimes complementary, 
sometimes opposing, and 
their interactions provide the 
works with their stature and 
solidity. 

All three filmmakers are 
definitely lured by feminism 
— Snider with pain and effort, 
Murray by a lark and Rosen¬ 
blatt with a jolting punch of 
discordant pity. This is a 
provocative, stimulating brew 
that deserves a gander. ▼

B ay Area poet Steve 
Benson assembled 
and directed a smash¬ 
ing A Poets Theatre 
Workshop Performance Festi¬ 
val last weekend at Intersec¬ 
tion for the Arts. Consisting 
of two-dozen skits written by 
the vast ensemble partici¬ 
pants (as well as by such nota¬ 
bles as Jack Spicer), the invig¬ 
orating whole was just too ex¬ 
uberant for merely two public 
performances — the city is 
clamoring for repeats, as was 
the Sunday audience on Jan. 
26. 

Benson himself comes 
across like an over-the-top 
Tony Perkins: wiry, fidgety, 
with a distinctive tic. Ben¬ 
son’s expressive seatside man¬ 
ner envelops the viewer with 
manic patter and surefire 
thespian bravura. Poets The¬ 
atre began with the amazing 
group experiments of Eileen 
Corder and Nick Robinson 
and was continued and en¬ 
hanced by language poets 
Benson and Carla Harryman. 

Poets Theatre derives in¬ 
spiration from the Dadaist 
strain and crafty momentum 
from the likes of Artaud, 
Cocteau and Bunuel. These 
antecedents help stand con¬ 
vention on its head and make 
for a refreshing change from 
the predictable, as in Instant 
Recall, a goofy ditty on 
breast implants, where the 
rhymed lines couple “plat¬ 
inum” with “flatten ’em” and 
a doc in his jammies disas¬ 
sembles Barbie dolls at cur¬ 
tain rise. 

Stephen Rodefer and An¬ 
drea Mastor’s deadly be¬ 
calmed card game, Check 
Mate, is like an Edward 
Hopper slice of American 


B ruce Conner’s master¬ 
ly avant-garde editing 
of found footage is a 
rich legacy that finds 
its second generational flow¬ 
ering in the diverse, vital 
works of three Bay Area film¬ 
makers: Julie Murray, Jay 
Rosenblatt and Greta Snider. 
Their heady recent works 
will be on view at the adven¬ 
turous Pacific Film Archive 
in Berkeley’s University Art 
Museum next Tuesday, Feb. 
4. 

Despite the questionable

all the audience. Last Friday, 
many of those in attendance 
mistook her songs for bath¬ 
room breaks. Vocally, Bern- 
hard resembles Carol Burnett 
— with a terminal case of atti¬ 
tude. There are other prob¬ 
lems. 

“Giving Till It Hurts” is a 
collection of material Bern- 
hard has performed before — 
on albums, the New York 
stage and in her stunningly 
innovative film Without You, 
I’m Nothing. PC quotient 
notwithstanding, why is Bern- 
hard, in 1992, still doing mate¬ 
rial from 1989 and 1990? Is 
she losing her edge? The an¬ 
swer is both yes, and no. 

Bernhard wants it in the 
worst way. Despite her paro¬ 
dies and putdowns of same, 
she seeks the megastardom 
that’s eluded her for over a 
decade. Her debut perfor¬ 
mance in Martin Scorsese’s 
King of Comedy (1982) 
should have put her on top, 
but the film flopped. Subse¬ 
quent stand-up gigs and talk- 
show appearances kept her 
career alive but never provid¬ 
ed the necessary break¬ 
through. Lately Bernhard has 
resorted to hitching her star 
to major constellations, most 
spectacularly with Madonna. 

With less success Bernhard 
has teamed with Bruce Willis 
in the disastrous Hudson 
Hawk. And she now assays 
the recurring role of Nancy in

America’s flatulent number- 
one sitcom Roseanne. Her 
barely concealed contempt for 
this career decision was re¬ 


vealed at the Warfield when a 
man from the audience shout¬ 
ed out, “Hey, Nancy.” Bern- 
hard cut him dead with 
“What’s that, some sort of ob¬ 
scure reference?” 

A Pioneering Original 

But Bernhard’s pioneering 
work (like Without You, I’m 
Nothing) is embraced by a 
small number of fans and 
scorned by the mainstream. 
And her mainstream efforts 
have failed to catch on. No 
wonder Bernhard is so angry. 
Will she sell out or try to re¬ 
main on the cutting edge? 
The absence of new material 
in “GivingTill It Hurts” is not 
a good sign. 

However, it’s hard not to 
admire her “Me and Mrs. 
Jones” encore, or the way she 
sends up every pop diva by 
cooing, “Do you mind if I 
change into something more 
comfortable?” Then, as a 
backup singer trills “Brick 
House,” Bernhard strips right 
down to her white cotton 
panties, onstage, and pulls a 
green-sequined sheath over 
her head. 

Make it or break it, Bern- 
hard has undertaken the un¬ 
precedented challenge of as¬ 
piring to popular stardom 
while refusing to compromise 
her sexuality. In the mealy- 
mouthed, two-faced history of 
Tinseltown, she is a true orig¬ 
inal. Only time will tell if 
Bernhard can keep her eye on 
the prize without tripping 
over her own miscalculations.

G eorge Williams, the 
artistic director of 
the Tabu (the origi¬ 
nal spelling for 
taboo) Road Repertory The¬ 
ater Company, boldly stakes 
out his territory in his 
troupe’s manifesto when he 
states that his goal is to create 
“traditional African-American 
theatre reworked, regrooved, 
revitalized with a 1990s polit¬ 
ically incorrect sensibility.” 

Williams continues in his 
statement that his theatre “is 
African in expression. It is the 
tenor sax jazz cool baby that 
takes in any style with alco¬ 
holic indiscretion. The Afro- 
sensuality of Ailey’s move¬ 
ments meets Langston’s 
voice, mixes with more than 
a touch of Leontyne’s high 
diva stage attitude, and the 
spirit-filled world of African 
ancestors frames it all in high 
relief. 

“We look at issues ignored 
by traditional African-Ameri¬ 
can theatre, and we do it with 
an in-your-face attitude. We 
focus on the themes of Class, 
Culture, Gender, Race and 
Sexual/Affectional Orienta¬ 
tion. We also look at less sen¬ 
sitive themes, like role mod¬ 
els and families, from fresh — 
sometimes even radical — per¬ 
spectives. Our dramas enter¬ 
tain, teach, and mirror both 
the real and surreal of 
African-American life. We 
feel that theatre can both 
challenge and excite the audi¬ 
ence, and that there is a need 
for an alternative voice in the 
African-American theatre 
community. We are that 
voice.”

No Buppies Here 

Fortunately, Williams’ self- 
confidence in his company is 
backed up by solid playwrit¬ 
ing and good acting. Tabu 
lives up to its name and its 
concept by trying to deliver 
more than the usual African- 
American theatrical diet of 
black musicals/minstrel 
shows, black nationalist rage, 
mama-on-the-couch plays and 
bougie buppies showing that 
blacks can be just as vapid as 
their white yuppie counter¬ 
parts. 

Their productions are def¬ 
initely not for those who like 
their theatre safe, comfort¬ 
able and easy to swallow.

African-American culture is 
exactly that, a combination of 
African and European cultur¬ 
al influences, Tabu Road is 
able to create a true-to-life 
hybrid that is able to accu¬ 
rately capture and reflect the 
reality and surrealism of 
black life in the ’90s. 

Tabu Road offers three 
“cycles” each season. The 
Winter Cycle/92 runs at the 
Lisser Theater on the Mills 
College campus through Feb. 
2 and consists of two different 
plays. In 41 Black, an 
African-American architect 
wrestles with the dilemma of 
both finding and keeping the 
African side of his nature. In 
Sonata in R, a classically 
trained musician discovers 
that his passion for a much 
younger (and less upscale) 
male lover matches and 
threatens the extraordinary 
passion he has for his music. 

41 Black gets to the heart 
of the conflict that faces well- 
educated and oft-times afflu¬ 
ent African Americans when 
they try to balance loyalty to 
“the community” with a de¬ 
sire to “make it” on the white 
mainstream’s terms. The play 
dissects the inherent conflict 
in African-American culture 
between the divergent cultur¬ 
al influences of Afrocentrism 
and Eurocentrism, neither of 
which can truly be home to 
black Americans because nei¬ 
ther of them acknowledges 
the multicultural aspects of 
our existence. 

Token Black's Dilemma 

Lucas Phipps (Ross Han¬ 
na) the architect is preparing 
a secret Afrocentric building 
model for presentation to his 
firm and its clients. The situ¬ 
ation is a make-or-break one 
for him because, although he 
is their token black, he has 
failed to live up to their ex¬ 
pectations of him. Architec¬ 
ture is used as a metaphor for 
Lucas’ professional situation, 
which is in turn informed and 
influenced by his race. 

Though the architectural 
model is a building, it is 
played by a character named 
Forty-One (Dana Harvey) as a 
street-wise youth. Lucas’ 
predicament is complicated 
by the unwanted and unso¬ 
licited advice of a fellow ar¬ 
chitect named Jallou de Jaure- 
quil (Antonio Muto-Isolani), 
who tries to force his suck-up- 
and-claw-your-way-to-the-top 
outlook upon Lucas. Add to 
this two dream characters, 
one militantly Afrocentric 
(Cedric Brown) and one un¬ 
abashedly assimilated (Clifton 
Holmes), who function as a 
kind of Greek chorus and 
help force Lucas to face the 
gap between his own middle- 
class values and Forty-One’s 
street-bred reality, and you 
have a heady mix on your 
hands. As Lucas finds out, 
navigating the sea of a multi¬ 
cultural America is a treach¬ 
erous voyage. 

Gay Love Story 

Sonata in R was a little 
rougher in its realization than 
41 Black, but had much more 
passion and heart. Structured 
like a four-movement sonata, 
and framed by a Conductor 
(Hanna), Sonata in R is a lyri¬ 
cal exploration of the relation¬ 
ship between Aldridge White 


(Clifton Holmes), an African- 
American classical violist, and 
Royal Kirskin (Bill Mitchell), 
a much younger, and less so¬ 
phisticated, college student. 

What starts out as a purely 
monetary (as in sex for mon¬ 
ey) relationship develops into 
a violently intense romance. 
Neither Aldridge or Royal 
are prepared or ready for the 
brutal exposure their nerves 
and psyches go through in the 
course of their relationship, 
and the “voice of reason,” 
which is provided by Royal’s 
roommate Miss Norma (Muto- 
Isolani), a transvestite cabaret 
artist, doesn’t make things 
any clearer or easier for Roy¬ 
al or Aldridge. 

I look forward to what the 
future will bring for Tabu 
Road, as they are a much 
needed shot of fresh air in the 
often predictable terrain of 
Bay Area African-American 
theatre. Brash, raw, wild and 
unpredictable (as well as a bit 
cocky), this company promis¬ 
es an exciting alternative vi¬ 
sion of African-American real¬ 
ity. And from the looks of 
this production, Tabu Road 
will easily be able to deliver 
on their promise. 

In June, Tabu Road will do 
Cuffee Wilkerson, a Victori¬ 
an psychodrama that deals 
with respectability, guilt and

Gender-Bending Extravaganza

D on’t be alarmed 
that it takes longer 
for two drag queens 
in the musical spoof 
Whatever Happened to B.B. 
Jane to paraphrase key 
scenes from the movie What¬ 
ever Happened to Baby Jane 
than it would take to watch 
the entire movie itself. The 
queens — who are actually 
playing Joan Crawford and 
Bette Davis playing their 
roles — are interrupted at ev¬ 
ery turn by the beloved dis¬ 
dain for possibility that is the 
special province of gender¬ 
bending shows. 

Arriving to sing golden 
oldies, impersonate ’50s girl 
groups, tap their feet off, pro¬ 
vide some beefcake and gen¬ 
erally convolute the story line 
are a host of impossibilities: 
Elvira, that rail of a dame 
with the out-of-control bust, is 
Blanche’s maid; the next door 
neighbors, who spy on the ac¬ 
tion and meddle (in perfect 
three-part harmony) whenev¬ 
er possible, are Tallulah 
Bankhead, Ann Miller and a 
vicious hairdresser named 
Tony T.; Ethel Merman floats 
in and out as a sort of manic 
musical fairy godmother; a 
greaser whose muscles are 
more imaginary than either 
the director or the audience 
would prefer helps tie up the 
loose ends; and you’re likely 
to recognize Marilyn Monroe, 
Judys Holiday and Garland, 
Gloria Swanson and God- 
knows-who-else in the evanes¬ 
cent chorus line. 

In short, Whatever Hap¬ 
pened to BB. Jane is the sort 
of drag-queen extravaganza 
you haven’t seen the likes of 
for a long time, and author/di¬ 
rector/designer Wayne 
Buidens, bringing the show 
here after its two-year run in 
Chicago, has attempted to car¬ 



ry it off with fully profession¬ 
al standards. There’s an im¬ 
pressive two-story set for the 
Hudson girls’ home; there are 
niftily orchestrated sound 
tapes to accompany the musi¬ 
cal numbers; and there’s a 
mess of precision choreogra¬ 
phy and enough costume 
changes to make you think 
there’s a cast of 100, instead 
of the lavish 14. 

Whether you like this sort 
of thing will depend on 
whether you like this sort of 
thing. I was disappointed in 
the recycled material; I mean, 
I’ve seen the movie. Are the 
same lines more wonderful 
when a queen recites them? 


Hilariously Ludicrous 

Nor are the songs original. 
They range from well-chosen 
oldies — “Wipe Out,” “Reach 
Out” and Dionne Warwick’s 
“Wishin’ and Hopin’, ” — to 
rock and show tunes, like the 
hilariously ludicrous trio of 
tunes which comprise the fi¬ 


nale: the Jefferson Airplane’s 
“Beautiful” and twin duets for 
Blanche and Jane, “Wind Be¬ 
neath My Wings” and “Love 
Changes Everything.” 

Although laboriously zany 
and sporadically fun, it’s all 
rather standard stuff, and 
there are some sequences that 
just lie there. The show’s only 
inspired moment is its finale, 
as the dying Blanche sings 
her heart out unseen by the 
people on the beach, who get 
high, give head, and do the 
things that people do. It’s a 
scream, capped by the spoof 
Les Mis finale that follows. 

The performances carry 
the evening, with Matthew 
Martin’s uncanny croaking as 
Bette/Jane a unique imperson¬ 
ation and Paul Anelli’s camp¬ 
ing, mugging and impressive 
singing as Joan/Blanche tak¬ 
ing honors. Anelli (a.k.a. Miss 
Ann Drogynous) would throw 
himself off a cliff if he 
thought he could get a laugh, 
and he gets them here. And 
he not only sings like a star, 
but gets up on his toes for the 
dream ballet. Oh, you 
weren’t expecting that, were 
you? 

The songs are more plot- 
oriented in Act Two, and so 
deliver greater humor, but 
the jokes in Act One made 
sense. The show could profit 
by some mikes and a spot¬ 
light; a lot of effort goes into 
overcoming the hollow Victo¬ 
ria Theatre, but most every¬ 
one projects like pros. It’s a 
campy scream; it’s a little deja 
vu. Everything old is not nec¬ 
essarily new again. But that’s 
a drag extravaganza, and it’s 
unlikely that a bigger or bet¬ 
ter one will come along again 
soon. ▼

A Vision of 
Bittersweet Revenge

T he U.S. premiere of 
George F. Walker’s 
Love and Anger of¬ 
fers a vision of bitter¬ 
sweet revenge by society’s 
outcasts and oppressed. Love 
is a contemporary morality 
play taken to the level of 
farce, an exhilarating exercise 
that explores social and polit¬ 
ical corruption and the notion 
of a world that is divided — in 
this case in an interesting in¬ 
version — into black and 
white. 

Keith Phillips is “Petie” 
Maxwell, a lawyer “reborn” 
with a “new brain” after a 
near-fatal stroke, who rejects 
his corrupt past and seeks to 
undermine the legal establish¬ 
ment and screw the system. 

For Petie, it’s “the age of 
getting even” to redress the 
wrongs of the past. He wants 
to create a kind of brave new 
world by eliminating “fas¬ 
cists,” such as newspaper pub¬ 
lisher “Babe” Connor (Lou 
Parnell) and his shyster 
lawyer with political ambi¬ 
tions Sean Harris (Michael 
Smith). On Petie’s side are his 
long-suffering and devoted 
secretary Eleanor (Dolores 
Laughton); Gail (Lisa Win- 
lock), a young black woman 
Petie is trying to help; and 
Eleanor’s schizophrenic sister 
Sarah (Lisa Ramirez). 

Sarah has decided that she 
is black, and her identification 
with Gail is based on the 
ways in which the oppressed 
make her “feel brave” and 
help her “get angry.” Sarah’s 
example, albeit a heavily 
medicated one, gives Gail 
courage to add to her own 
anger with a racist world, and 
their alliance is an inspiring, 
if odd, one. 

Ramirez, as “someone with 
a shattered mind,” is quite 
brilliant, though her com¬ 
pelling presence and her im¬ 
mersion in such a character’s 


rich inner life do occasionally 
take the focus away from the 
critical action between other 
characters and skew the bal¬ 
ance of the ensemble. She,

Parnell and Phillips turn in 
intense performances, while 
the other actors counter with 
approaches in a somewhat 
lower key. 

Chris Phillips’ production 
is often relentlessly physical 
(and even exhausting to 
watch in much of the second 
act), but his sharp direction 
holds the frenzy of the mock 
trial — Petie’s personal “holy 
war” — back from the edge of 
excess. 

Immunity is a central 
theme — almost all the charac¬ 
ters at one point or another 
claim that the rules do not ap¬ 
ply to them — and yet no one 
really is immune. I came away 
from this impressive inter¬ 
pretation of Walker’s script 
thinking that this indictment 
of a corrupt system also brings 
with it a troubling sense that 
things aren’t quite so black and 
white. ▼

Tommy Tunes 
The 'Grand' Up 



Lots of razzle-dazzle choreography in touring production of Grand Hotel 


Cast of 'Grand Hotel' Will Auction 
Off an Appearance in the Show 
To Benefit AIDS Organizations

T he musical version of 
the potboiler Grand 
Hotel, now at the 
Golden Gate Theatre 
in a spiffy touring production 
headed by original Broadway 
star Liliane Montevecchi, is 
both dazzling and boring, 
sometimes simultaneously. 
This combination results 
from the old razzle-dazzle 
which director/choreographer 
Tommy Tune has given his 
threadbare material. Tune’s 
Hotel surges with life from 
subcellar to penthouse, in a 
perpetual motion of eaves¬ 
dropping on its staff and 
guests, all of whom have con¬ 
gregated at the moment of 
their greatest desperation. 

One certainly doesn’t go to 
Grand Hotel for the story. 
Even (like myself) if you 
haven’t seen the movie, you 
know these stock characters 
as soon as they are an¬ 
nounced: the aging ballerina 
(the charismatic Montevecchi) 
who is rejuvenated by a 
(doomed) romance as her ca¬ 
reer dies; the terminally ill 
accountant (the charming 
Mark Baker) who wants to 
taste the high life before he 
dies; the pregnant but unwed 
typing girl (exhilaratingly 
played by DeLee Lively) who 
escapes her drab life in 
dreams of Hollywood; the 
Baron (sturdy Brent Barrett) 
whose depleted fortune can¬ 
not repay the cardsharks who 
dun him; yadda yadda. 

No, the story is only clich¬ 
es, made even more dead¬ 
weight for being explained to 


us by a useless Narrator, who 
pompously tells us (at the 
start) that the Hotel is Old 
Man River and (at the end) 
that Life Goes On. At least 
everybody else gets to sing 
their commonplaces. 

Yet it isn’t the tunes that 
one goes to hear. There are 
several that are memorable, 
but the majority are tuneless. 
And strangely enough, one 
doesn’t go in search of chore¬ 
ography, for there’s precious 
little of that. Most of the 
dances are built on the repeti¬ 
tion of a simple step or two — 
Tommy’s the Philip Glass of 
choreography. 

Symphony of Visuals 

He is, though, a master 
stager, and that’s what saves 
Grand Hotel and makes it 
splendidly memorable. 
From the fabulously complex 
and lengthy opening number 
in which the entire hotel 
comes to life at the start of 
the day and the cast of char¬ 
acters parade through its re¬ 
volving door as brilliant chan¬ 
deliers sail down from some 
collective memory of Europe 
in its glamour days to pour 
the golden light of a lost era 
across the stage, this Grand 
Hotel is a symphony of visu¬ 
als. 

Symphonic is the key to 
Tune’s work here. Faced 
with the tuneless platitudes of 
too many of the songs, he has 
deconstructed them and 
draped their fragments be¬ 
tween dialogue and move¬ 
ment. So though most of the 
songs are heard piecemeal, 
we experience the show as a 


through-composed musical. 
While the show’s building 
blocks are relentlessly old (it 
was originally concocted in 
the 1950s as At the Grand), 
you’ve never seen them wo¬ 
ven together with such craft. 

Mr. Tune is immeasurably 
aided by a swell cast, who 
play on a beautiful set by 
Tony Walton and are accom¬ 
panied by a snap orchestra 
conducted by Ben Whiteley. 
If Tommy’s had to supply vi¬ 
sual diversions during dull 
songs or if he misses the boat 
altogether with the murky 
choreography of an adagio 
that is supposed to be climac¬ 
tic, he can be excused. In 
making this one continuous 
stream of a show, he has nav¬ 
igated its rigors well.

Ambitious, Flawed 
'MtTeague'

B erkeley Repertory 
Theatre’s current pro¬ 
duction of McTeague: 
A Tale of San Fran¬ 
cisco is a sprawling, colorful 
and uneven piece by Neal 
Bell, based on the turn-of-the- 
century novel by Frank Nor¬ 
ris. The story’s most famous 
previous incarnation was as 
the Erich von Stroheim film 
Greed. The Gold Rush glow 
turned San Francisco, in its 
innocent infancy and brash 
adolescence, into a 


quintessential Western town, 
where dreams of wealth, love 
and success were quickly real¬ 
ized and just as quickly shat¬ 
tered. 

Bell’s script has a great 
deal of humor, fascinating lo¬ 
cal references (assisted by 
Charles Rose’s marvelous 
photographic projections), 
sharp commentary about eco¬ 
nomic concerns (which paral¬ 
lel our own tenuous times) 
and a compelling story, but 
the script is ultimately under¬ 
mined by fragmented, incon-

Sims Center Empowers 
Community's Performers

I *FTT^ he arts are a 
I bridge that can 
connect, enter- 
JL tain and educate 
the entire community. By do¬ 
ing this, you empower les¬ 
bians and gay men as per¬ 
formers.” 

According to Herb Felsen- 
feld, executive director of the 
Jon Sims Center for the Per¬ 
forming Arts, this philosophy, 
espoused by the late Jon 
Sims, continues to be the 
guiding light for the organiza¬ 
tion that now bears his name. 

Sims, who died of AIDS in 
1984, founded the San Fran¬ 
cisco Lesbian and Gay Free¬ 
dom Band in 1978. 

“He posted notices 
throughout the Castro solicit¬ 
ing interest in forming a 
marching band,” says Felsen- 
feld. “The group first ap¬ 
peared in the 1978 gay pa¬ 
rade, and when they rounded 
the corner playing ‘California 
Here I Come,’ it was a revolu¬ 
tion. From 1978 to 1980, Jon 
was popping out gay music 
organizations like rabbits 
from a hat, both here in San 
Francisco and around the 
world.” 

Increasing Diversity 

The Sims Center originally 
achieved non-profit status as 
the San Francisco Band 
Foundation. The name of the 
organization changed in Jan¬ 


uary of 1990 to reflect the in¬ 
creasing diversity of its pro¬ 
grams. Some of the groups 
that currently fall under the 
Sims Center umbrella include 
the SF Lesbian/Gay Freedom 
Band, the SF Flag Corps, the 
SF Tap Troupe, City Swing, 
Vocal Minority, The Guild 
and Outlook Video. 

“We’re the fiscal agent for 
these groups,” explains 
Felsenfeld. “When any of 
them have a performance, we 
provide rehearsal space (6,500 
square feet with three stu¬ 
dios), help with the printing 
and ticket sales, coordinate re¬ 
hearsals, store materials, and 
use our office staff to assist 
with promotion.” 

All of these activities re¬ 
quire money, and the 1992 op¬ 
erating budget for the Sims 
Center is approximately 
$350,000. Over $40,000 in 
grants were recently ap¬ 
proved for their 1992 pro¬ 
grams. These grants repre¬ 
sent a combination of public 
and private funds. The San 
Francisco Arts/Hotel Tax 
Fund is contributing $23,800 
to Sims’ general operating ex¬ 
penses; the California Arts 
Council (a state agency) will 
provide $6,957 for administra¬ 
tive expenses; and the San 
Francisco Foundation will do¬ 
nate $10,000 to help increase 
the center’s marketing and fi¬ 
nancial capabilities. 

In addition, the Zellerbach 
Family Fund’s Performing 


Arts Assistance Program will 
contribute 15 hours of profes¬ 
sional music theatre consult¬ 
ing. This contribution is in¬ 
tended for a Vocal Minority 
cabaret production of “On the 
Street Where We Live.” 

Vision Remains 

“Right now, none of the 
money the groups earn from 
performances comes back to 
us,” Felsenfeld explains, “al¬ 
though some of the groups do 
make money. It’s important 
for them to get on their feet 
financially. There’s no pay¬ 


back right now, but there 
might be in the future. We’re 
at the point where we have to 
start looking at all our finan¬ 
cial options. It’s not a ghetto 
game anymore, but Jon’s vi¬ 
sion remains.” 

The 1992 program expands 
the offerings of the Sims Cen¬ 
ter to include a variety of 
dance classes for children 
ages 9-12, as well as adults. 
They will also co-sponsor 
(with Kairos House) a confer¬ 
ence on the impact of life- 
threatening illnesses on orga¬ 
nizations that support the

arts and cancer/AIDS-relief 
groups. 

In his two years as execu¬ 
tive director, Felsenfeld has 
seen many changes, both per¬ 
sonal and organizational. 
Some of these changes came 
as quite a surprise. 

“We’re a community 
cultural center whose purpose 
is to build a community be¬ 
tween its artists and members 
and the general population. 
I’m a little Jewish guy with a 
wife and two children. But 
my daughter, who goes to col¬ 
lege in Olympia, Washington, 
recently came out to me as a 
lesbian. She told me how 
proud she is of me and what I 
do. And I’m proud of her, too. 
Since she came out, our rela¬ 
tionship is better than it’s 
ever been.” ▼

James Francis Willis McGinnis 

“Hazel Maud McGinnis" 


James McGinnis, who for 
over 40 years as Hazel Maud 
McGinnis performed with Jose 
Sarria, died Jan. 7. In 1957, 
McGinnis and Sarria began 
performing parodies in grand 
opera which were presented 
on Sunday afternoons at the 
Black Cat, a famous gay bar of 
its day on Montgomery Street. 

Sarria said the idea began 
on a Friday night when a cus¬ 
tomer asked Sarria to sing 
some opera. McGinnis repond¬ 
ed by playing highlights from 
the opera Carmen. “In 15 
minutes he had played every 
major musical theme,” remem¬ 
bered Sarria. 

Black Cat owner Saul Stou- 
men liked the idea and in¬ 
troduced it on a Sunday after¬ 
noon as a way to hold his 
customers who earlier in the 
day came in for Sunday 
brunch. 

The first Sunday afternoon 
opera was Madame Butterfly, 
and the operas continued 
every week, drawing standing- 
room-only crowds, until 1963 
when the Black Cat was closed 
by the State Beverage Control 
Board. The writing of McGin¬ 
nis and the ad-libbing of Sarria 
became a unique part of San 
Francisco’s emerging gay com¬ 
munity. 

McGinnis began playing at 
the Black Cat in the early ’50s, 
though, in later years, he was 
limited to only playing on Sun¬ 
day afternoons following an in¬ 
cident when he became irritat¬ 
ed with a woman patron and 



extinguished a cigar on her 
breast. A lawsuit followed, and 
he was forced to leave town, 
which he did to set up a music 
school in Madera, Calif. 

The Black Cat, like several 
other San Francisco bars, was 
closed because it catered to a 
gay clientele. Following the 
Black Cat’s closing. McGinnis 
and Sarria were featured at 
many of these other bars to 
raise money for bar owners 
who were going out of busi¬ 
ness. 

The last operas performed 
by McGinnis and Sarria were 
at the Valencia Rose and at 
Chez Jacques where Tempest 
Storm joined the two for their 
presentation of Aida. 

“If he liked you, you were in 
like Flynn,” said Sarria this 
week. “He was a fabulous 
pianist. He was also a wonder¬ 
ful cook and always looking for 
new recipes.” Remembering

A Major Metamorphosis 



Lou Reed

Richard Marx 
Rush Street 
(Capitol) 

Marx makes a major 
metamorphosis in image and 
style with this new album. As 
far as the material goes, he’s 
moved way beyond the teeny- 
bopper target audience that 
he wowed on his two previ¬ 
ous albums. He’s matured by 
leaps and bounds. 

The lead single, “Keep 
Coming Back,” which features 
backup crooning by Luther 
Vandross, is one of the sexiest 
love ballads to come along in 
quite some time. It became 
such a multiformat smash 
that it’s been remixed into a 
98-BPM hip-hop dance track 
(smart move). Marx — the first 
artist in history to have his 
first seven singles go Top 5, 
make that eight now — seems 
armed here with enough ar¬ 
tillery to extend his chart 
record. 

Standout singles from this 
baker’s dozen include “Streets 
of Pain,” a heavy rocker that 
could garner him much cred¬ 
ibility in that format. It also 
features Motley Crue drum¬ 
mer Tommy Lee. The ex¬ 
tremely enticing “Playing 
With Fire” melds hard-hitting 
rock grooves with hip-hop 
dance rhythms and (are you 
ready for this?) a spoken intro 
by the Love Master Barry 
White! 


Adeva 

Love or Lust 
(Capitol) 

The latest project from 
dance diva Adeva is a mixed 
bag of material, with the 
tunes that disappoint doing so 
because they do not befit an 
artist of her talent. Songs like 
“Undercover Lover,” “Who 
Do You Love?” and “No 
Good” are just too pedestrian 
for Adeva. (Coincidentally, all 
these songs were penned by 
her own production team. Get 
the hint, girl?) 

Notable tracks include cur¬ 
rent single “It Should Have 
Been Me,” which is a remake 
of an early ’60s track. Adeva 
begins this single with its bal¬ 
lad intro, then kicks into a 
faithful rendering of the orig¬ 
inal before declaring that this 
just isn’t gonna work. You 
hear the music track stop, 
rewind and then kick into a 
contemporary house arrange¬ 
ment accompanied by her 
powerhouse lungs. This is 
Dance According to Adeva. 

“No Need to Get Emotion¬ 
al” is another great dance 
number that comes closest to 
matching the energy of her 
former club hit “Warning.” 
DJs should check this one out 
immediately. Nightclubs that 
program into the early morn¬ 
ing after-hours will find de¬ 
light with “Be There” and “I 
Would Die for You.” These 
two tracks exemplify great 
Morning Music. 



Richard Marx 


“Try My Love” is a mid- 
tempo shuffler that has Ade¬ 
va sounding a lot like Oleta 
Adams, but “Cold Blooded” 
quickly became our overall 
fave, mainly because it repre¬ 
sents a departure in format 
for Adeva. On this single, she 
weds jazz vocal stylings with 
doo-wop harmonies over a 
hip-hop dance beat. With a lit¬ 
tle push from her label, this 
could become a surprise radio 
hit. 

Lou Reed 
Magic and Loss 
(Sire) 

This latest collection of 
musical observances of con¬ 
temporary life by Lou Reed 
is the most insightful and 
moving of his career. The 


depth of this album is unbe¬ 
lievable. Reed bears witness 
to everything; poverty, vanity, 
despair, death, suicide, love, 
loss, radiation poisoning, and 
other personal and social is¬ 
sues. The sparse arrange¬ 
ments, with minimal accom¬ 
paniment, focus attention on 
the lyrics. This is a thinking 
man’s album, and it proves 
that an artist’s impact can sur¬ 
vive fads and trends so long 
as his vision remains fixed. 

The Club Beat 

Happy birthday to Gus 
Bean and the entire Colossus 
crew, who celebrated their 
second anniversary Jan. 25. 

Colossus continues to pack 
’em in each and every week¬ 
end.

caught my eye. Arnold’s by 
now fairly well-known picture 
of a quite fey Jesus on the 
cross with full makeup and 
full erection may still be the 
most startling pic in Lust. It’s 
sweet and wonderfully blas¬ 
phemous at the same time. 

Stellar’s cover photo of a 
slightly greasy young man 
tenderly licking his bicep, 
eyes closed, virgin nipple ex¬ 
posed, is also startling, albeit 
in a vastly different way. Stel¬ 
lar convinces you that you’ve 
stumbled in on a private mo¬ 
ment — a youth lost in wor¬ 
ship of his own body, a mo¬ 
ment both narcissistic and 
highly erotic, erotic for the 
subject and you the audience 
— and you’re grateful for the 
privilege. 

And another Stellar photo 
of a compact, scornful Adonis 
in snakeskin cowboy boots 
squatting on a chair while 
gripping his most prized pos¬ 
session gives new life to the 
term “trade” and fulfills the 
photographer’s stated goal of 
wanting “to make the hottest 
male images I can that people 
won’t consider pornographic.” 

Mysterious Stories 

Special mention should 
also be made of photographer 
Jim Long. Long has mastered 
the use of “creative white 
space,” and his small, 
poignant, charged, almost 
mysterious photos evoke an 
immediate response from the

viewer, one that demands you 
hold these pictures closer so 
they’ll impart more of the sto¬ 
ry each contains. They make 
you dig. 

Photographers who are 
pushing the edge of the enve¬ 
lope in Portfolio II are Bone 
Boyz (dildo connoisseurs — 
check it out), John Phillips, 
Rick Castro (toenail connois¬ 
seurs — ditto), the aforemen¬ 
tioned Mr. Chester and Mar¬ 
tin Ryter. 

Lust: The Body Politic 
passes my ultimate test: I 
keep coming back for more. 
On those sexually bleak days 
— we all have them — I’ve 
found myself returning to 
these photos that both haunt 
and sustain me. I review old 
favorites and — like a fickle 
lover — discover new ones, 
though I don’t discard old for 
new, I just take on more. 
Many are the subtleties, the 
nuances in pose or expression 



or composition, that I’ve pre¬ 
viously overlooked, no matter 
how well I think I’ve remem¬ 
bered a certain image. Lust 
is a book thankfully full of 
constant surprises.

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Extraordinary Sleights of Hand 

by Elliot Linwood ^ 


R ene Yung is like a 
poor magician whose 
extraordinary effects 
are attributable more 
to her sincerity than her 
sleights of hand. Everything 
in her installations seems im¬ 
mediately obvious. Worn but 
polished shoes, a single plank 
bed, chicken stewing in a pot. 
But the visual clues and per¬ 
sonalized texts unveil invisi¬ 
ble things that are deeply in¬ 
grained. Moral Tales, her latest 
installation, is an elegant social 
sculpture about how culture 
codifies values and boundaries 
onto the individual in Chinese 
society. 

The introductory pieces in 
this installation depict four 
basic needs of the citizens of 
a good society, as well as the 
four characteristics of a bal¬ 
anced person, presumably in 
a China after Mao. Hung like 
wall scrolls, elementary 
school texts are inscribed on 
palimpsests — overlays that 
peel back to reveal the 
blocked-out image of the 
artist as an infant underneath. 
On top of these “lessons,” 
miniatures extend beyond the 
wall to represent clothing, 
food, shelter and transporta¬ 
tion. These are the things the 
state provides so the populace 
is content. This is a picture of 
how personality, morality and 
the social system are hierar¬ 
chically layered. 

Wall texts in another 
tableau ask, “Do you know 
how to judge a person’s char¬ 
acter? Let me tell you a story 
... .” The tale is of a suitor’s 
character tested according to 
how respectfully he sits dur¬ 
ing visits to his potential 
bride’s parents. “Do you 
know how the parents could 
really tell about him? Before¬ 
hand they sprinkled flour on 


the floor under the table, 
around the chair where he 
sat. Each time, after he left, 
there was only one single 
clear set of footprints in the 
white powder around the 
chair where he sat. He sat 
each time through the whole 
evening still and erect, with¬ 
out fidgeting an inch. They 
knew then that he was a true 
gentleman ... .” 

Reading Character 

This morality tale indicates 
how to read the limits of 
good character — a much sub¬ 
tler trait than outward ap¬ 
pearances or social behavior. 
The external accounting of 
mores provided in these sto¬ 
ries map a system of internal¬ 
ized self-surveillance. Here 
the individual can learn how 
to measure himself against 
any given social good. The 
sculpture in this vignette is 
key to the entire show. Foot¬ 
prints are visible on the floor, 
the opposite chair has legs 
contained within little tea 
cups, and the balanced seat of 
filial authority is suspended 
overhead, looking down. 

Yung performs cross refer¬ 
ences of text to object like 
this throughout the whole in¬ 
stallation. A huge blanket of 
Chinese encyclopedia pages 
quilts together sentimental 
phrases and snapshots, but 
immerses them into a strange 
sea of terms from a childhood 
reference book. This particu¬ 
lar piece turns the room into 
an index of odd categoriza¬ 
tions of knowledge about the 
world. 

At eye level (for me) the 
entries ranged anywhere 
from “pre-school education, 
econ mic theory (sic), genera¬ 
tive grammar, pedestrian seg- 
ration (sic), red army, pale 
face, demonstration paradox, 


rem sleep” to terms like “acid 
fa- seism (sic), personalism, 
mind-body problem, Catholi¬ 
cism, custard pie, keys tone 
(sic), psychosis, national debt.” 

Reading any culture’s ref¬ 
erences about another culture 
that is different is unsettling 
when so many terms are wor¬ 
thy of critique by both. 
Yung’s sensitivity to reading 
and projecting values onto 
others relates to the fact that 
she grew up in Hong Kong, 
Singapore and the Bay Area. 
Her personal history includes 
the experience of a lived in- 
tertextuality. 

Deeper Than Symbolism 

However, Moral Tales 
goes deeper than the symbol¬ 
ic space between texts and 
objects. Screens that mask the 
visible perform important the¬ 
atrical functions in the show. 
Behind a bamboo curtain, 
backing the courtship tableau, 
is a “preparation” area where 
wall texts are covered in reed- 
patterned cloth. You practical¬ 
ly have to smooth out the sur¬ 
face of this material to be 
able to read the recollections 
of a little girl’s afternoon 
lunches. The food cooking in 
this screened-in nook affects 
the entire installation. The 
sense of smell triggers the 
kinds of memories that col¬ 
lapse space and time, and it 
permeates the perception of 
everything around you. 

These simple devices are 
cumulative. By the time you 
get to this point in the instal¬ 
lation, you’ve already walked 
around the ambiguous 
perimeters and unspoken bor¬ 
ders that extend around many 
of the pieces. Each section of 
the room possesses a distinct 
sense of humility and person¬ 
al space. We don’t step on art, 
we examine it — even though

this morality is suspended by 
the hide-and-seek tracings of 
footprints as an object on dis¬ 
play. 

The artist cleverly enlists 
you to participate. In order to 
read several of the wall texts 
in the show, for example, 


Rene Yung's installation, 
Moral Tales, currently on 
view at The Lab. 


Yung has subtly arranged 
things so her audience needs 
to pass in between different 
parts of these sculptures — to 
insert themselves into the 
landscape. We thereby help 
the magician with the delicate 
balancing act, the translation 
trick of revealing both less, 
and more, than the obvious.

Whispers in a Dark Night 

Blood Whispers 

Edited by Terry Wolverton; Silverton Books, $7.95

T o many people, the 
term “LA writer” 
seems to be some¬ 
thing of an oxymoron. 
But for gay men and lesbians 
who know that queer life in 
Southern California is more 
than slick ad copy and formu¬ 
la screenplays, the work of 
performer/writer Michael 
Kearns and the poetry of 
Eloise Klein Healy stand out 
in direct response to a homo- 
phobic environment. 

Terry Wolverton, who has 
long encouraged gay and les¬ 
bian writers in her work¬ 
shops, now comes forward 
with Blood Whispers, which 
she has edited. The work is 
an AIDS anthology by LA 
writers that evolved out of 
Wolverton’s work as artist-in¬ 
residence at LA’s Gay and 
Lesbian Community Services 
Center. 

Blood Whispers explores 
AIDS in all its manifestations, 
in its personal and political 
consequences as an illness 
that effects everyone, whether 
they are HIV positive or not. 
The disease has transformed 
social and sexual behavior, 
the discussion of moral issues, 
the media and our language. 
As another contribution to 
what might be called the “lit¬ 
erature of AIDS,” Blood 
Whispers represents a range 
of writing styles (as well as 
abilities, given the workshop 
origin of some of these 


pieces), from the familiar voic¬ 
es of Paul Monette and Terri 
de la Pena to relatively new 
writers, in groupings of trib¬ 
utes, testimonies and tales. 

Mixing Metaphors 

Monette’s powerful “Ed 
Dying” is an elegy to Holly¬ 
wood’s past (“curling like 
smoke as Marlene drags her 
last Gitane”) as well as to the 
friend he is losing. Luis Al¬ 
faro’s excerpt from a solo per¬ 
formance work, “downtown,” 
fuses heroin addiction and re¬ 
ligion, and Doug Sadownick’s 
obituary for Chris Brownlie 
recalls the man for whom LA 
County’s first AIDS hospice is 
named. 

Sadownick calls Brownlie 
a visionary activist-poet for 
whom “emancipation meant a 
gay psyche that wasn’t cloven 
along color and class lines.” 

Ayofemi Folayan’s “Fig 
Trees” tells of being befriend¬ 
ed by an impulsive young 
phone-sex hustler; Eric 
Gutierrez’s “The Go-Go 
Prince” blends fairy tale with 
the diary documentary of a 
brother’s death from AIDS; 
“Caring Without Answers” by 
Robin Podolsky is a moving 
story of volunteering at the 
Brownlie Hospice and meet¬ 
ing an AIDS patient with “the 
face of an angel”; and Susan 
Silton’s “Rain Dance” is a vis¬ 
ceral interlude “in a room 
reeking of vulnerability.” 


Monette’s brief, bitter¬ 
sweet “40” is powerful, as is 
the juxtaposition of Alan Zim¬ 
merman’s horrible botanical 
metaphor for AIDS with Paul 
Attinello’s harmonic one. Gil 
Cuadros’ “At Risk” provides a 
doctor’s chilling confirmation: 

He runs his hands down 
my neck 

like a lover, checking for 
swollen glands 

and even with this he be¬ 
gins to wear gloves 

I nod when he says, “We 
assumed you would be” 
Among the tales is an ex¬ 
cerpt from activist/performer 
Tim Miller’s solo work “Vig¬ 
il/Manifesto,” about an ACT 
UP vigil in front of LA Coun¬ 
ty General Hospital, and 
Mark Haile’s musing on “a 
death that traveled by desire” 
in “Estate Sale.” 

In her introduction, 
Wolverton writes about the 
only way she, and others, can 
confront the AIDS pandemic: 

As a writer, a teacher, an 
editor, there is little I can do, 
but what little I can I must 
do: keep faith in the power of 
words, while accepting their 
terrible limits. Keep on feed¬ 
ing hope, even as the hopeful 
are devoured. Keep alive the 
stories of those whose voices 
have been drowned by the 
treacherous whispers in the 
blood. ▼

the road. 

And throughout his trav¬ 
els, Matt listens. People want 
to talk. People driving sports 
cars. People dressed in rags. 
They tell Matt their troubles, 
their philosophies, their de¬ 
sires. 

As the years pass and 
Matt’s search seems more and 
more futile, his grip on reality 
loosens. He gradually be¬ 
comes one of the rambling 
mystics that ferry him from 
place to place. But right be¬ 
fore he slips off the edge of 
the earth, he finds what he 
was looking for. Were his ex¬ 
pectations met? I’m not 
telling. 

Jigsaw Structure 

Beachy’s narrative is not 
linear. Rather, the story is 
broken into sections which 
initially read as if they’ve 
been tossed around in a dice 
cup, then flung onto the page. 
Beachy hops from one 
episode in Matt’s life to anoth¬ 
er, episodes that occur in dif¬ 
ferent times and places. Yet 
he does not give away too 
much too soon. The seeming¬ 
ly disparate pieces fit snugly 
together as the story gradual¬ 
ly unfolds. This jigsaw struc¬ 
ture confuses at times, but ul¬ 
timately involves the reader 
to a degree rarely achieved in 
fiction. From page one you 
sense a big payoff at the end. 

This feeling of impending 
catharsis is heightened by 
Beachy’s language. He is not 
afraid of the dreaded comma 
splice or sentence fragments. 
He writes like people think, 
hopping from one image to 
another, regardless of gram- 


Short, Not Sweet 

Kiss & Tell 

by Robbi Sommers; Naiad Press, $8.95

R obbi Sommers’ latest 
contribution to the 
problem of what to 
do with your hands 
during long, lonely winter 
nights, Kiss & Tell, is a col¬ 
lection of short erotic pieces. 
The stories have as their con¬ 
necting link (so the introduc¬ 
tion tells us) a willingness to 
“push limits” and “cross barri¬ 
ers.” 

There seems to be an as¬ 
sumption among some writ¬ 
ers of erotica that all barriers 
are in place for the sole pur¬ 
pose of denying us our natu¬ 
ral right to a good fuck. 
Maybe. But I need a lot more 
evidence before I buy that as¬ 
sumption. I’m troubled by 
erotica that assumes that any 
barricade breached is a victo¬ 
ry for the rights of all. 

. The erotica in this collec¬ 
tion is based on the additional 
premise that nothing is hotter 
than rape or humiliation, un¬ 
less it’s rape and humiliation. 
And so we have a student 
who volunteers to be given a 
public pelvic exam in order to 
raise her grade. She ends up 
(pun intended) raising her 
professor’s temperature as 
well as receiving “Extra Cred¬ 
it.” In “Red Dragons” a wom¬ 
an has her greatest sexual fan¬ 
tasy fulfilled when she is 
gang-raped by a group of 
dyke bikers. 



I can’t guess who the audi¬ 
ence might be for this collec¬ 
tion. I suspect it’s too soft for 
hard-core S/M devotees, and 
too much for those of us who 
like our fantasies without 
rape. 

I suppose if you were curi¬ 
ous about S/M, Kiss & Tell 
might be a starting place. The 
writing is good; the charac¬ 
ters, given the short format, 
reasonably well-developed; 
and there are even hints of a 
sense of humor lurking in 
some of the pieces. But I 
found the pieces anti-erotic — 
a decided turnoff. I don’t ob¬ 
ject to Sommers’ having 
kissed, but I am sorry that 
she told. ▼

Dubious Aphorisms 


See Dick, Run 

by Robert Grayson; SDR Publications, $19.95 


I 0 summed up all systems in a phrase, and all exis- 
* * I tence in an epigram,” boasted Oscar Wilde. Robert 
I Grayson is less pompous, but only slightly. 

JL “Thought has become a luxury item. My thoughts 
are precious. They are priced accord¬ 
ingly,” he claimed apropos of his 
From Left to Right, a handmade 
book of 80 aphorisms which retailed 
for $5,000. Oscar would have ap¬ 
plauded Grayson’s aplomb. 

However, on the evidence of his 
latest production, the penis-shaped 
See Dick, Run, Grayson proves him¬ 
self a more clever entrepreneur than 
aphorist. Dick’s 69 stiff pink pages 
are embossed with such dubious 
pensees as “Many of those sitting in 
the lap of luxury are working their 
sphincter while doing so” or “To the midget albino, all men 
are tall, dark and handsome.” “Blue” or just plain bad? 
Readers will respond variously to Grayson’s cockiness. For 
myself, I still prefer the aphoristic elegance of poet Edward 
Field, who remarked, “The smile is to the face as the hard 
on to the body.” Field’s books are cheaper, too.

matical constraints. In less tal¬ 
ented hands, this type of 
stream-of-consciousness narra¬ 
tion would result in a mud¬ 
dled mess. But Beachy, with 
his generous vocabulary and 
terseness, makes it an en¬ 
grossing, appropriate style. 

In telling Matt’s story, 
youngish Beachy has written 
a coming-of-age masterpiece 
for his generation. As Matt 
makes the treacherous jour¬ 
ney from adolescence to 
adulthood, he asks all sorts of 
questions. What is home? 
What is love? What is sex? 
What is wisdom? And much 


of the book’s success lies in 
Beachy’s willingness to thor¬ 
oughly explore these and oth¬ 
er questions and treat them 
with the seriousness they de¬ 
serve, yet without ever get¬ 
ting bogged down in theoret¬ 
ical mishmash or losing the 
sense of wonder that learning 
inspires. 

Maybe there are no an¬ 
swers. Maybe it’s moving that 
matters, driving in and of it¬ 
self. Maybe Matt and my 
friends and I ... well, maybe 
we’re all on the right track.

Rodrigo Reyes was a model for San Francisco, particularly 
for the Mission District, as well as for the Latino lesbian and 
gay community. 

As a member of Mission Neighborhood Centers Board of 
Directors for the past 13 years, Rodrigo advocated for Latino 
seniors and youth, helping Mission Neighborhood Centers be¬ 
come one of the leading community agencies in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

As one of the early executive directors of the Mission 
Cultural Center, Rodrigo Reyes helped establish San Francis¬ 
co as a major internationally recognized center for Latino 
visual and performing arts. As director, he sponsored such 
world-class programs as the TENAZ Festival (The Interna¬ 
tional Latino Theatre Arts Festival), along with numerous 
Latino exhibitions and Latino performing arts groups from 
Europe, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central and South America.

La India, they were possessed 
by the divas of rancheras. 
They habitually took us all 
hostage on their extravagant 
flights. We were no average 
audience of bored tourists 
belched out on the North 
Beach pavement to gawk at 
the she-males. No, these stars 
stepped down from the same 
sky that we wrapped around 
our shoulders for protection 
from an ignorant, jealous 
world not of our making. 
They were our hermanas and 
when they took to that tin¬ 
seled stage, church began. Be¬ 
fore long the whole congrega¬ 
tion would be speaking in 
tongues. 

If these chicas were a tidal 
wave, La Senora was the 
moon himself drawing sailors 
to their doom, shipwrecked 
on the tequila-drenched bar. 
Un sireno tan heavy. He fre¬ 
quently could be spotted, 
holding court at the front 
sweep of the bar’s serpentine 
curve. The Mission needed no 
Bermuda Triangle to be able 
to claim its own supernatural 
phenomena and mana, ies- 
cuchame!, La Senora’s super¬ 
nature was difficult to surpass 
or ignore. Many indios boni- 
tos succumbed to his under¬ 
tow, even those who thought 
they swam in other currents. 
Just ask any of the tamalitos 
who had steamed in his caul¬ 
dron. 

In fact, that particular 
curve of this particular bar 
was as steeped in legend as 


the Sunset Boulevard pave¬ 
ment in Hollywood. In that 
very same vortex La Senora 
once reigned with the infa¬ 
mous gossip columnist and 
raconteur La Boca. La Boca 
and La Senora kept tabs, uti¬ 
lizing an intricate network of 
international informants. 
They were always ready to 
read us our rights before they 
read us our wrongs. 

Now I don’t want ya’ll to 
get the wrong idea and leave 
here thinking that 1 have not 
come to praise Caesar, only 
bury him. I may be supersti¬ 
tious, but I believe it is pretty 
near impossible to truly bury 
a phenomenon. I mean to say, 
by way of example, how long 
ago did the Egyptians erect 
the Sphinx? But still, cen¬ 
turies later, one cannot walk 
by that mythical monument 
without feeling her evil eye 
being cast upon you. Now 
that’s what I call power to 
spare. That’s something La 
Senora always had: power to 
spare. He was a real power¬ 
house, one of the true cultural 
artifacts of the Mission. A leg¬ 
end in our, and his, mind. 
One cannot mention our com¬ 
munity’s culture without 
speaking bouquets to lay at 
his altar. From guiding the 
Mission Cultural Center to co¬ 
founding the Gay Latino Al¬ 
liance and CURAS, to direct¬ 
ing the first gay Latino play, 
Reunion, to producing some 
of the fiercest drag shows to 
ever fireball down 16th Street. 
La Senora, Rodrigo Reyes, 
will not be difficult to replace. 
I dare say that task would be 
impossible. 

Who Rodrigo was, who he 
will always be for those of us 


he touched, and supported 
and dished, lives on. The wit¬ 
ness of his path, our path, is 
the fact that because of him 
and his fellow travelers, there 
is here in the Mission a com¬ 
munity. At times cantanker¬ 
ous, but a community bien 
amplio lleno de corazon. He 
was una rosa, tan bella, con 
espinas y todo. Pero una flor 
bellisima que siempre va a 
florecer en nuestros cora- 
zones. Una rosa lila de Azt- 
lan. 

Maybe some night soon 
you might find yourself in La 
India Bonita, hanging around, 
needing to hear just one more 
tortured torch song. From the 
smoke a hothouse beauty will 
emerge into the spotlight. At 
the end of her song she will 
pull the rose from between 
her lips and fling it across the 
crowded bar of outstretched 
hands. Perched on the last 
barstool, you will catch the 
rose, la rosa lila. As you ab¬ 
sorb its perfume, its thorns 
will prick your flesh. You will 
raise your finger to lick away 
the ruby drop of blood. Sud¬ 
denly you will feel hot breath 
on the back of your neck and 
the ticklish dance of a bushy 
moustache. Close your eyes as 
you feel an ethereal hand 
glide across your thigh. It will 
be him, La Senora. Maybe 
he’s come to dance that last 
dance with you. Or maybe, 
he’s just checking up on his 
old haunting grounds. It will 
be fate. Succumb to his 
rhythm. Dance, Rodrigo. 
Dance. ▼

Seattle native Turnbaugh 
has come to his current cham¬ 
pioning of explicit gay art 
through years of experiences 
in other arts and art-related 
jobs. Originally in ballet, he 
studied with Anatole Vilzak, 
who just celebrated his 96th 
birthday here in S.F. 

In the 70s and ’80s, Turn¬ 
baugh was director of a phi¬ 
lanthropic foundation devoted 
to making grants to individu¬ 
al artists. Then he became a 
performance artist and 
brought out a book of his 
own erotic drawings called 
Beat It in 1983. 

In the 70s he became ac¬ 
quainted with Duncan Grant 
and rapidly developed so 
strong an appreciation for the 
British painter’s work that he 
bought some of Grant’s draw¬ 
ings of male nudes. Some of 
these were of Paul Roche, a 
young poet who became 
Grant’s lover, though the poet 
was basically heterosexual.

sistent staging and a pacing of 
fits and starts. 

Sharon Ott directs with an 
unusually heavy hand, and 
the result includes some flat 
performances (with the excep¬ 
tion of BRT regulars Barbara 
Oliver and Charles Dean), a 
multitude of unnecessary 
blackouts, an excess of scenes 
and actions, and a lot of dry- 
ice special effects (but the 
scenography and sound de¬ 
sign at BRT are, as usual, su¬ 
perb). 

Innocence Corrupted 

McTeague (Jeffrey King) is 
a big, awkward, simple guy 
who ekes out a living as a 
dentist in San Francisco. He 
falls in love with Trina (Melis¬ 
sa Fraser Brown), a young 
Oakland woman, and a lot¬ 
tery ticket she impulsively 
purchases brings them $5,000, 
the means to get married and 
the beginning of a spiral of 
disastrous events. 

They are a pair of inno¬ 
cents quickly corrupted. Trina 
refuses to part with her gold, 
even for necessary items. Her 
avarice even exceeds her 
hunger, and she descends into 
filth, seduced by wealth in a 
religious/sexual fervor of lust 
for her money. Meanwhile 
her husband starves after he 
has literally bitten the hand 
that has fed him. 

Another couple, Maria and 
Zerkow (Mia Katigbak and 
Steven Anthony Jones), com¬ 
prises an even darker pair of 
lovers driven by illusions of 
buried gold. Charles Dean is 
quite wonderful as Marcus, 
McTeague’s pal-turned-ene¬ 
my, a devil’s advocate and 
dog walker with big dreams. 
L. Peter Callender is extreme¬ 
ly versatile in five small roles, 
and Ronnie Gilbert is delight¬ 
ful in her brief appearance as 
Trina’s mother. 

Although the play proba¬ 
bly should have concluded 
about 10 minutes before it 
made a left turn into the Twi¬ 
light Zone and is in need of 
some dramaturgy, it does 
have some truly lovely mo¬ 
ments. In particular, another 
parallel love story of two old¬ 
er people, Miss Baker (Bar¬ 
bara Oliver) and Grannis 
(Mark Issac Epstein), is abso¬ 
lutely charming. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, several of their scenes are 
played out at such a precari¬ 
ous height, I found myself a 
bit more concerned with the 
actors’ safety than their inter¬ 
actions.
